HUGHES MESSAGE 





Warns Legislature He Will Veto 
Meade-Phillips Bill and Demands En- 
actment of Measure He Favors.

ALBANY, Friday, May  27.—At 
o’clock this morning the Assembly de- 
feated the Cobb compromise Direct Nomi- 
nations bill by a vote of 94 to 46. This 
action followed a protracted filibuster by 
friends of the bill, a special message 
from Gov. Hughes declaring that he 
would veto the Meade-Phillips bill, and 
the passage of the Cobb bill by the Sen- 
ate yesterday. 

The defeat administered to the Governor 
was more decisive than that by which 
the Hinman-Green bill, which abolished 
all conventions and went the entire dist- 
ance in providing for nominations by the 
direct method, was beaten. The vote 
against that bill was 76 to 67. 

Immediately after the vote had been an- 
nounced Martin McCue, a Tammany 
member, made a motion to reconsider the 
vote, on which he moved the previous 
question, Reconsideration was voted 
down, which settled the fate of the Cobb 
bill for the present session.

Leaders Prepare for Slaughter. 


If the Cobb compromise bill had smooth 
sailing in the Senate, where the Repub- 
lican caucus rule was in full force, Min- 
ority Leader Grady absent, and all the 
fight taken out of the bipartisan ma- 
chinists, it encountered stormy seas the 
moment it reached the Assembly. The 
bill was sent to the lower House “for 
concurrence’ as soon as it had passed 
the Senate. 


The Governor’s message announcing 
that he wouid veto the Meade-Phililips 
bill, embodying the Republican machine's 
primary plan, reached the Assembly atout 
the same time as did the Cobb cormpro- 
mise bill after its passage in the Senate. 


 Hughes’s Message is Outspoken. 


The Governor did not mince words In 
his message. He was merciless in his 
analysis of the bill. The document, which 
was read amid profound silence and with 
the members of the lower house crowding 
into the well beneath the Clerk’s dcsk 
so as not to lose a word, was in part as 


follows: 

I have examined the provisions of this 
bill and I deem it important that before 
the adjournment of your honorable body 
you should be advised of my views with 
respect thereto and of the fact that for 
the reasons stated below the bill will not 
receive my approval. 

The bill to Which I have referred is not 
a grant, but a denial of needed primary 
reform. 

It provides for State-wide enrollment; but 
it gives to the enrolled voter who does not 
make politios his vocation scant opportunity 
for effective participation in the decisions of 


his party. 

It provides for an official primary ballot; 
but its provisions is of a sort to facilitate 
domination by party managers and thus to 
protect the plans and purposes of those 
who seek, through the control of the nomi- 
nation of party candidates, to make the 
administration of government serve the in- 
terests of themselves and their allies. 

This measure is in the interest of a sys- 
tem which experience condemns and fails tos 
give promise of relief from methods which 
have caused widespread and constantly in- 
creasing protest. Its good provisions are 
offset by those that are bad. Instead of 
putting party managers under suitable check 
and giving to the party voters the decisive 
voice, it places the party voters in the vir- 
tual contro] of the party managers. 

The test is found in the situation of the 
enrolled voters on primary day. Under this

BEARS GRT PATTEN 
IN $2,000,000 DEAL 


Patten Crowd Said to fave 
Dropped 20,000,000 Bushels 
of Wheat in Squeeze.

TEN CENTS AVERAGE LOSS 








James A. Patten’s Own Losses Put at 
$1,200,000—Waterman of Albany 
Pounded by Armour Forces.

CHICAGO, May 26.—James A. Pat- 
ten, almost on the eve of his retire- 
ment, was forced to “‘take the count”’ 
to-day in one of the liveliest bouts he 
has ever had with the bears on the 
‘Board of Trade. The big speculator ac- 
knowledged defeat by throwing over sev- 
eral million bushels of September wheat 
at quotations said’ to average fully 10 
cents a bushel under the purchase nrice. 
Many of his followers likewise suffered 
losses, which in the aggregate amounted 
to a large sum. The total loss sustained 
by Patten was $1,200,000, and by his 
friends $800,000, according to brokers’ 
estimates. 

Excitement ran high on the Board of 
Trade when it was learned that the Pat- 
ten crowd was on the run, and the pit 
began to fill with offerings. Brokers 
literally fought to execute orders on a 
market in which prices. were declining in 
a sensational manner. September wheat, 
before the noon hour, had dropped 4 cents 
under the close yesterday, selling at 
93% cents.- This was 10 cents a bushel 
lower than it was selling about two weeks 
ago. 

For several days the bears, encouraged 
by favorable reports relative to the grow- 
ing crops, have pounded the market re- 
lentlessly. They took the stand that 
Patten for once was wrong in‘“nis jude- 
ment, and, as the saying goes on the 
Board of Trade, they “ went gunning ”’ 
for the Patten line, which at one finre was 
supposed to aggregate at least 12,070,000 
bushels. 

At first the Patten crowd resisted these 
attacks, but their position was so weak- 
ened by the steady drop in prices that 
the decision to abandon the bull side of 
the market was reached at a conference 
held early in the week. Since then the 
wheat has been thrown into the pit by 
the millions of bushels, the selling move- 
ment culminating in to-day’s remarkable 
slump. 

Not content with stampeding the Patten 
forces the bears, led by Armour and Lich- 
stern, attacked the position of T. H. 
Waterman, the Albany miller, in May 
wheat, forcing the price of thet delivery 
down from $1.10% to $1.064%. The Armour 
house is said to have bought altogether 
in the neighborhood of 1,000,000 bushels 
of actual wheat, which will be delivered 
to Waterman next Tuesday. The East- 
ern man and those behind him are said 
to be ready to take in the wheat and pay 
for it. Waterman is an old-time trader, 
who successfully squeezed the shorts 
by boosting September wheat last year. 
The Armour forces, it is said, have been 
working night and day in order to get 
wheat down from Duluth in time for de- 
livery on May con{fracts. 

On the closing dealings September wheat 
slumped to 98 cents and May went to 
$1.05.. These prices, so brokers declared, 
marked the end of the most disastrous 
bull campaign in which Mr. Patten ever 
has engaged. The bears were jubilant 
after the close of ths session, and talked 
excitedly about the ‘glorious victory ”’ 
they had won. Pit obsefvers declared 
that Patten and his following held at one 
time 20,000,00> bushels of September 
wheat. Of this amount Patten and his 
brother George were credited with hold- 
ing between them 12,000,000 bushels, The 
wheat is said to have cost all the way 
from $1.01 to $1.07 a bushel, the price 
averaging about $105. 

The same wheat was sold out from ¥4 
cents down to 93 cents, at an average of 
probably 95 cents, making the net loss 
10 cents a bushel, or $1,200,000 for the 
Pattens and $800,000 for those associated 
with them in the deal. 

Patten’s losses to-day are reckoned io 
be the heaviest which any one operator

AMES TRIAL SECRET. 


Court-Martial of Officer In the Philip- 
pines to Open on Tuesday. 


MANILA, May 26.—The court-martial 
of Lieut. Col, Robert F. Ames of the 
Twelfth Infantry, U. S. A., will open next 
Tuesday. The proceedings will be behind 
closed doors. At the head of the court 
will be Brig. Gen. John J. Pershing, com- 
mander of Fort William McKinley, and 
Brig.

The Pluviose Sent to the Bottom 
Off Calais by a Channel 
Ferry Steamer. 








RAPPINGS HEARD BY DIVER 





But It Is Feared Delay in Rescue Will 
Be Fatal—Marine Minister 
Hastens to Calais.

PARIS, Friday, May 27.—A dispatch to 
the Matin from Calais says that chains 
have been attached to the submarine Plu- 
viose, sunk off Calais yesterday afternoon 
by the Dover-Calais steamer Pas de Calais. 

A dispatch to The Journal says a torpedo 
boat destroyer has reported that a diver 


who succeeded in reaching the Pluviose 
heard rappings in the interior. 


CALAIS, May 26.—A French submarine, 
the Pluviose, with all her crew aboard, 
lies to-night in thirtY fathoms of water. 

She was sent to the pottotn of the Eng- 
lish Channel at 2:30 o’clock this afternoon 
by the cross-channel steamer Pas de Ca- 
lais, which, crowded with passengers 
bound from Calais for Dover, struck the 
partly submerged Pluviose when about 
two miles from the harbor. 

Accounts differ as to the cause of the 
accident. Admiral Fournier has expressed 
the opinion that the submarine attempted 
to pass beneath the steamer, while other 
officials think that the Pluviose, after a 
long dive, came up by chance under the 
paddle wheels. 

The shock of the contact brought the 
passengers to the steamer’s rails. The 
Captain, thinking the vessel had struck a 
submerged buoy, stopped the engines. Al- 
most instantly the hull of the submarine 
was seen rolling about, as thought trying 
to right itself, 

A boat was hastily launched, but the 
sailors rapped in vain against the metal 
sides of the submarine, and the founder- 
ing craft, which seemed to have been 
hard hit, turned partly over and disap- 
peared. The passengers of the Pas de 
Calais were horror struck. 

Signals of distress from the Pas de 
Calais, which was making water rapidly, 
brought two tugs to the scene and the 
steamer returned to Calais. Later a tor- 
pedo boat destroyer put out and anchored 
near thc spot where the Pluviose had 
gone down. 

Within an hour or two a wrecking ves- 
sel was also lying near the destroyer, 
and her crew were making hasty prepara- 
tions to send down divers to locate the 
submarine, entombed in which are three 
officers and twenty-four men. 

A powerful undercurrent balked the 
divers in their attempt to reach the Plu- 
viose, and if the imprisoned men are not 
already dead, it is almost certain that 
the delay will prove fatal, 

The submarine tes in many fathoms of 
water, and the divers were only able to 
descend a short distance. Powerful 
dredges and machinery will arrive from 
Cherbourg in the morning, when all ef- 
forts will be centred in a final attempt to 
reach the ill-fated craft and bring her to 
the surface. 

The genera] fear is entertained that the 
Pluviose received a vital blow from the 
paddle wheels of the Pas de Calais and 
that some of her plates were crushed. 
Even if the crew succeeded in closing her 
water-tight compartments they will not 
be able to survive for any great length 
of time. Of the three officers in the Plu-

The submarine was of the Laubeuf 
type. Her length was 160 feet, and her 
displacement was 398 tons. 


The development of the submarine type 


of war craft in recent years has been 
attended with many accidents and consid- 
erable loss of life. The,most recent dis- 
aster before that of yesterday was the 
foundering of the Japanese Submarine No. 
G in Hiroshima Bay. The crew of four- 
teen were lost. When the vessel was 
raised there was found in the conning 
tower a message from the commanding 
officer which told the story of the trag- 
dy, the responsibility for which was as- 
sumed by the writer. 

The French Navy has suffered severely, 
five of its submarines having been sunk 
or badly damaged. One French crew was 
rescued after living in compressed air for 
seventy-two hours. 

he Russian Delfin sank at her moor- 
ings and twenty-one men were drowned. 

The Kambala, also Russian, was 
rammed by a cruiser off Sevastopol and 
sank. Several of her men were killed. 

One British submarine has been sunk 
and explosions have occurred on two oth- 
ers, Causing the deaths of fifteen men.

WASHINGTON, May 26.—On the best 
authority now obtainable—after the lapse 
of twelve years—THE New YorkK TIMES'S 
correspondent is able to state that not the 
least intimation was ever made to Presi- 
dent McKinley of the possibility, recently 
asserted by Senator Depew, that the war 
with Spain might have been avoided if 
Spain could have obtained assurance that 
a proposition from her looking to the in- 
dependence of Cuba would be aceptable 
to the United States. 

Among those who are in a position to 
know most accurately and authoritatively 
all] that was written, said, and done dur- 
ing the long negotiations that culminated 
in the war, this new assertion is described, 
bluntly, as ‘‘ untrue and absurd.”--It was 
pointed out to-day in the best-informed 
quarters that the ‘‘ ultimate possibility,” 
so far as Spain was concerned, was con- 
tained in the decree of the Queen Regent, 
of which Minister Polo y Bernabe notified 
this Government on the eve of Easter 
Sunday, April 10, 1898, in a note in which 
he added that, under the autonomic con- 
stitution, which was to be given to the 
Cubans, ‘‘the franchise and liberties 
granted to the Cubans are such that-no 
motive or pretext left for claiming 
any fuller measure thereof.”’ 

Moreover, it made perfectly cleat 
that when, after repeated failures to ob- 
tain anything from the Spanish Govern- 
ment that offered even a hope of settle- 
nent through the immediate abandon- 
ment of Cuba, this Government finally 
changed its demand on Spain to one for 
an armistice for six months to enabdle 
negotiations to be carried on without ths

Queen Victoria is known to have been 
personally interested in the welfare of 
the Spanish monarchy, but her death, 
like that of her son, King Edward VIL, 
puts her outside Mr. Depew’s description 
of his exalted personage, who is neither 
American nor Spanish nor dead. King 
Humbert of Italy is dead, though he, too, 
was especially friendly to Spain. This. list 
leaves, besfdes the possibility that the 
Archbishop on behalf of Pope Leo was 
himself the exalted personage referred to, 
scarcely any one except Emperor Will- 
iam and the Emperor of Austria. The lat- 
ter’s friendship for the royal family of 
Spain was unusually warm, and his name 
rises first to mind here when mention is 
made of outside efforts to ward off hos- 
tilities which every one knew woul]d be 
disastrous for the little kingdom. But to 
men in public life here who remember the 
incidents of the Spring of 1898, and who 
knew them at first hand, the puzzle of 
the unknown and mysterious personage 
gives place in interest to the bare ques- 
tion whether or not any proposals of the 
sort recalled by Senator Depew were made 
to President McKinley. 

Senator Lodge was at that time junior 
Republican on the Senate Commiftee on 
Foreign Relations, and he was on good 
termns with the White House. He said to- 
day he knew of no proposals of peace, of- 
ficial or unofficial, diplomatic or other- 
wise, made by Spain or by a disinterested 
personage, that ever reached President 
McKinley. He expressed the belief that 
the President had never received any such 
propesals. 

‘‘T only know what the President told 
me,’ said Mr. Lodge with a smile. ‘ All 
our proposals were rejected flatly by 
Spain. Then we went to war.” 

Senator Cullom of Illinois is now Chair- 
man of the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, and at the time of the Spanish war 
he was one of its senior members. He 
said to-day simply that he had absolutely 
no recollection of any proposals that 
showed the least possibility of obtaining 
concessions from Spain. He, too, referred 
to the rejection by Spain of all American 
proposals. 


WILL TEST TAXIMETERS HERE. 


Inventor Will Operate Fifty Under 
Police Supervision. 


J. W. Jones, Vice President of the Amer- 
ican Taximefer Company, wno is the in- 
ventor of the taximeters used on most 
of the taxicabs in New York City, an- 
nounced yesterday that on Tuesday he 
would make an extensive test of the 
taximeters in this city, his object be- 
ing to prove to the public that the taxi- 
meters were all mght and that if a per- 
son was cheated it was generally the 
erson’s own fault. Mr. Jones also said 
i@ wanted to let everybody know how 
to keep from being overcharged by dis- 
honest chauffeurs, and would endeavor 
to educate them into the sccrets of the 
taximeter. 

The test next Tuesday will involve be- 
tween forty and fifty taxicabs that will 
be selected at random about the city 
und then, proceeding to Central Park, 
will be put through the test. Police 
Commissiouer Baker has granted per- 
mission for the tests, and police offi- 
cials will accompany the cars. 

.‘*The American Taximeter Company,” 
Mr. Jones said last night, ‘‘ which gsgup- 
plies the meters, and the taxicab com- 
panies, which use them, are as anxious 
as the public can possibly be to pre- 
vent the collection of overcharges by dis- 
honest chauffeurs from persons renting 
taxicabs in New York. In my opinion, 
there are very few among the 1,700 
drivers of taxicabs in the city who are 
dishonest, and on them should the blame 
pe placed for any erroneous impression 
that the meters do not register correctly 
or are tampered with. 

‘The main trouble has come through 
the public not knowing the facts in re- 
gard to taximeters. ariff 2, which is 
the charge for three or four persons, is 
sometimes charged instead of Tariff 1, 
which is the charge for one or two per- 
sons, because the person or persons us- 
ing the cab do not look at the tariff 
registered by the driver when he starts. 
A person riding inside the cab may fig- 
ure on a certain tanff and not take in 
consideration tnat the cab may have 
stopped along the way and a different 
rate charged than that he expected on 
account of the time thus taken out. In 
other cases a charge may be made for 
baggage when none has been carried. 
If the passenger watched the meter this 
could not be. It is also possible for a 
driver not to pull down his ‘ Vacant’ or 








‘For Hire’ sign and at the end of the 
trip make the statement to the passenger 
that the meter is out of order. e makes 


a charge to sult himself and puts the 
proceeds in his own pocket. 

‘“‘Tf the police know the rates that should 
be charged and the passengers know 
them, in case of a dispute there should 
be no necessity of taking both the pas- 
senger and the driver to the station to 
have it settled. The driver alone should 
be arrested.”’

TAWNEY BLAMES DEMOCRATS 








Names Nine Governors Who Invited 
President and Says They Now Want 
to Make Him Pay Board. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 26.—The traveling 
expenses of the President and the disclos- 
ure of the fact that the Executive has ex- 
hausted his $25,000 allowance for the fis- 
cal year 1910 were subjects of heated de- 
bate in the House this afternoon, which 
finally resulted in a point of order being 
sustained against the provision making 
the 1911 traveling allowance of $25,000 
“immediately available.”’ 

The President must pay his own ex- 
penses from now until July 1 unless the 
‘‘immediately available’’ clause is re- 
stored by the Senate and eventually ac- 
cepted by the House. This though Speak- 
er Cannon, who was upon the floor while 
the House sat in Committee of the Whole, 


joined in the debate and read a lecture*to 
those who would curtail the President’s 
travel money. 

Representatives Fitzgerald of New York 
and Bartlett and Hardwick of Georgia 
were especially critical in their remarks. 
Commenting on the fact that the Presi- 
dent’s 1910 travel appropriation had been 
exhausted, Mr. Fitzgerald said: 

‘‘When this was discovered it would 
have been more to the President’s credit 
if he had shown sufficient strength of 
character either to decline some of these 
invitations or to pay his own expenses 
after exhausting his appropriation. 

“The country does not approve of this 
wanderlust which has filled its Chief Ex- 
ecutive. When Congress is not in session 
there may be occasions when the Presi- 
dent should visit the whole country, but 
no one ever imagined that the President 
would spend most of his time away from 
Washington—or, at least, a great part of 
his time away from Washington—when 
Congress is in session.” 

Representative Cullop, Democrat, of In- 
diana, reminded the House that when the 
President’s salary was increased from 
$50,000 to $75,000 it was the intent of the 
House that the latter amount should in- 
clude all transportation expenses. Repub- 
lican members in reply denied that such 
action prohibited Congress from appro- 
priating additional amoynts if it saw fit. 

Had Mr. Tawney, after stating that the 
President's travel allowance for 1910 was 
exhausted, contented himself with asking 
that the 1911 allowance be made avail- 
able, the item might have gone through 
as drawn. But instead he began to criti- 
cise the hosts of the President. 

‘‘The nine Governors of the States of 
Texas, Arkansas, Colorado, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, Montana, South Carolina and 
North Carolina, and Indiana, extended 
invitations,’’ said Mr. Tawney. ‘‘ Repub- 
licans invited him as well as Democrats, 
but Republicans are not opposing this 
appropriation. 

“The eleven Democratic Senators,’’ he 
went on, ‘‘ who invited him to visit their 
States were from Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Georgia, Tennessee, Missouri, South Caro- 
lina, Florida, Colorado, and North Caro- 
lina. There were twenty-five Democratic 
Representatives who extended invita- 
tions.”’ 

Mr. Tawney later charged Representa- 
tives Taylor of Colcrado and Bartlett and 
Hardwick of Georgia, with having ridden 
in the President’s private car while he 
was on his swing around the circuit. 

Both Georgia members retorted hotly 
that they had paid their own fare, de- 
clining the President’s invitation to ride 


free. 

“If it is suggested that any member 
of this Congress who has been the guest 
of the President in a social way incurs 
a political obligation which must be re- 
flected in his vote on this floor, I scorn 
the insinuation, and repudiate the idea,”’ 
shouted Mr. Hardwick. ‘‘I do not believe 
the President would stand for any such 
talk. The gentleman from Minnesota 
rang me in wrongly on this proposition. 
Where did the gentleman get the names 
of the President's guests?’ : 

‘‘From the secretary to the Président,” 
responded Mr. Tawney. 

‘So it appears that the secretary to 
the President undertakes to furnish am- 
munition to be used on an occasion like 
this,”” rejoined Mr. Hardwick. ‘‘I am 
astounded that such should be the case.” 

Speaker Cannon, for whom the House 
has declined to appropriate $2,500 for 
automobile maintenance, had this to say: 

‘‘“The President is the Executive of a 
great Government of 90,000,000 people; 
the greatest and most prosperous Gov- 
ernment on earth. So far as power is 
concerned under our Constitution he has 
more of power and more of responsibility 
than any other executive on earth save 
alone the Czar of all the Russias. 

‘I think this great people, where sove- 
reignty resides, is interested in geet 
so far as his duties will render practi- 
cal, the Chief Executive. If I had my 
way and it were practical I would be 
glad to .have every Representative see 
something of this country for which he 


legislates. 
‘You may say that he does not have 
to do it, but the President, if he per- 


forms his functions, really must play 
host for 90,000,000 people, from the 
Washington standpoint. If T had my way 
I would have his salary not $75,000, but 
at least $100,000. 


BIG BLAZE IN JERSEY CITY. 


Oil and Meal Plant at the Lackawanna 
Tracks Destroyed. 


A spectacular fire destroyed the five- 
story plant of the New Jersey Oil and 
Meal Company, at Tonnele Avenue and 
the Lackawanna Railroad tracks, Jersev 
City, last night. A valuable new stock 
of oil-extracting machinery, valued at 
$200,000, and about sixty barrels of lin- 
seed oil and large queriities of meal were 
consumed. Three alarms were sent in. 
The blaze from the burning plant was so 
glaring that the crowd of several thou- 
sand that gathered on the near-by em- 
bankment of the railroad could plainly 
read the names on the tombstones of the 
old St. Peter’s Catholic Cemetery, on 
the other side of the railroad tracks. 

The fire, which was discovered by the 
watchman, Michael Dowd, is thought to 
have started on the second floor of the 
building and soon gained headway 
through the entire plant. Two tanks of 
linseed oil, each containing 80,000 guallons, 
had been left near the plant and were 
connected to it by distributing pipes. 
The pipes were cut off, however, and the 
flames revented from reaching the 
tanks. he fire was got under control in 
two hours, after several firen.enhad been 
temporarily overcome by the _ donse 
smoke.

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‘Mayor Forbids Its Uce by Police to 
Describe a Betting Resort. 


Mayor Gaynor sent a letter to Police 
Commissioner Baker yesterday directing 


him to see that the use of the name 
**poolroom”’ as. applied 
houses and places where bets on horse 
races are received be discontinued in 
official reports. The letter reads: 


Office of the Mayor, 
May 26. 1910. 

Sir: In reports of your Inspectors on 
betting and gambling places to which I 
have directed your attention, and especially 
on those against which you obtained war- 
rants, they are called ‘‘ poolrooms.’’ The 
result of the police calling them poolrooms 
is that the newspapers give them the 
same name, and this has been going un for 
years; and the result of this is that it is 
supposed all over the State and country 
that ‘‘ poolrooms’’ and ‘‘ poo) selling ’’ 
exist in this city. In this way the city is 
undeservedly given a bad name. 

The wtndeniable truth is that immediate v 
on the going into effect of the Constitution 
of this State in 1S8)4. whieh contained a 
.protisicn forbidding poolselling all pool- 
rooms and pool selling immediately ceased 
in this city. and ‘there have béen none 
since. If there has been even an isolated 
case, I desire you to refer to it. There 
have been all aiong betting and gambling 
places, which is very different. The keep- 
ing of places for betting on horse races, or 
on anything else, is forbidden and made a 
crime by the Penal Jaw. To keep a pool- 
room or sell pools is also prehibited and 
made a crime thereby, The two offenses 
are entirgy different. Betting bears no 
resemblance to pool selling. 

I recently asked an eminent Professor of 
Cornell. University what the ‘people there 
thought when they read in newspapers pub- 
lished here that a ‘‘ poolroom’’ had been 
entered by the police—whether it gave them 
the impression that there were still .pool- 
rooms and pool selling in this city, not- 
withstanding the prohibition of the Consti- 
tution of 1894, ‘* Why, certainly,’’ he re- 
‘ponded, ‘‘ how can we think otherwise? 
We suppose you have kad pool selling here 
all along. How could we understand other- 
wise when your police officials and news- 
papers are continually announcing raids on 
‘ poolrooms’ ?”’ Be so good as to in- 
struct the officers and men of your force 
to cease reporting pool selling and pool- 
rooms when they only mean betting on 
horse races, and rooms for that purpose. 
Two or three sensational newspapers here 
started this misnomer. It should no longer 
be followed by the police force. Do not call 
betting poo) selling, or betting rooms pool 
rooms, but by their real names.

A two-thirds vote of the committee shall be 
necessary to decide if the medium has produced 
phenomena under the conditions outlined below, 
and is entitled to the reward of $1,000 offered 
by Joseph F, Rinn for the successful production 
of psychic phenomena under test conditions as 
follows: 

1. The seance must not begin until it ts 
evident to J. F. Rinn and others that the 
fastenings are adequate safeguards against 
deception on the part of the medium. 

2. Spirit reaps are not to be considered 
evidential, since any one in the company 
may secretly produce them, and Busapia 
Palladino would get the credit for them. 

8. When the conditions are so poor that 
we cannot judge whether the medium her 
self is producing the phenomena, such phe- 
nomena are to be considered non-evidential. 

4. Stout twine or tape shall be used for 
tying the medium, not rope. 

5. The medium cannot dictate the nature 
of the method of fastening. ; 

6. If at anv time the nature of the con- 
trol has been impaired, Eusapia Palladino 
shall be requested to rectify it, 

7. It is expected that any person present 
detecting fraud shall state the fact and 
make objection. 

8. Since J, F. Rinn has been forced by 
the mediam to abandon his original propo- 
sition, (lacing her inside a canvas sack 
with only her head exposed,) and has been 
obliged to accept Eusapia Palladino’s con- 
ditions, it is agreed that she shall produce 
at least four out of the following seven 
phases of the phenomena which are custo- 
mary with her at seances to be successful: 

(a) Complete levitation of the table with- 
out contact, 

(b) Spirit hands shat] appear out of the 
cabinet at her back while Eusapia Palla- 
dino’s hands and feet are controlled. 

(c) The small table thrown out of the 
cabinet: and landed upon the seance table. 

(d) Stool thrown out of the cabinet. 

(ec) Stool shall move along the floor from 
cabinet to J. F. Rinn. 

(f) Strumming of instruments that were 
placed in the cabinet, 

(g) Breeze from scar in Busapia Palla- 
dino’s forehead. 

Table tipping, movements of the cabinet 
curtains, and all manifestations occurrin 
under bad conditions are to be consider 
non-evidential. ; 

HH NEw YorK Trumps, tn conjunction 
with Hereward Carrington, is to furnish the 
paraphernalia for the seance with the excep- 
tion of the cord or tape with which the medi- 
um is to be tied. The only persons to be 
allowed within the circle proper at the seance 
are Eusapia Palladino, Prof. Joseph Jastrow, 
the Rev. Henry Frank, Howa Thurston, 
Hereward Carrington, W. S. Davis, James L. 
Kellogg, J. W. Sargant, Adolph Benevy, J. 
F. Rinn, the official stenographer, the offi- 
cial photographer, and a representative of 
THE NEW YORK ‘TIMES, who shall act as 
interpreter. Anybody else it may be deemed 
necessary to have present must be kept apart 
in some way to be devised by the committes 
so that they cannot come in contact with 
those within the circle. The tying of the 
medium shall be done by Kellogg and Davis 
subject to the approval of Rinn and Sargant. 

Eusapia Palladino shall have as control on 
her left side W. S. avis and seated next 
him on the left J. F. Rinn. J. L. Kellogg 
Shall occupy the seat nearest the medium on 
her right side and act as control on that side, 
with Adolph Benevy seated next to him on 
the right, and J. W. Sargant shall occupy the 
end seat at the table facing the medium. 

J. F. Rinn shali deposit a certified check for 
$1,000 with the committee before the com- 
mencement of the seance. In case any per- 
son selected to take part in the seance does 
not appear J. F. Rinn shall have the right 
to select another in the place of the absent 
one, 


Objections by the Medium. 


When this manifesto was shown to La 
Palladino she objected to the personnel 


of the referee committee and to their de- 
ciding vote. She suggested that the com- 
mittee be composd of four persons se-

If her wishes in these respects were 
subscribed to she said she would give the 
séance in The Times Tower room on the 
evening of Sunday, May 22. If they were 
not subscribed to she would be giad, she 
was even anxious, to give a séance with 
members of THE Times staff as partici- 
pators and witnesses. 

In an interview published in Tur Timess 
of Thursday, May 19, La Palladino talked 
about the comet and made two significant 
remarks. She explained why she desired 
the usual mediumistic paraphernalia in 
her séances. She declared that all me- 
diums used trickery when they had the 
opportunity. She said: 

“ You do not dig a hole with a broom, 
you do not paint a picture with a hve, you 
do nt write a letter with a cane. You 
may do wonderful things with the broom, 
hoe, and cane, but not dig holes, paint 
pictures, and write letters. For these 


en, just as in order to produce my ‘ buont 
chomeil,’ ] need the table, the cabinet, 
and the other things.”’ 

She was asked: ‘‘ And do all mediums 
play tricks?’’ And her reply was: 

‘‘ All mediums trick—all! And it is not 
sO easy to catch them.

KE non @ poi tanto facile 
di accorgersene, lo dico per esperienza 
personale.’’ 

THE TIMES of Friday, May 20, printed 
the story of a séance held in La Palla- 
dino’s apartment on the previous Monda 
evening for the benefit of a New Yor 
Sunday newspaper. Spirit raps, levita- 
tions, spirit hands, the blowing of the 
cabinet curtain, and ghastly apparitions 
furnished the evening’s entertainment. 
Even John, the medium’s chief ‘“ con- 
trol,’’ got in his deadly work, bringing 
consternation to the company and wreck- 
ing the table. 


First Postponement, 

By Saturday, May 21, the arrangements 
in the tower room were completed, save 
for the paraphernalia to be brought by 
Mr. Carrington. The appearance of the

TIMBs. In an interview appended to this 
description La Palladino again objected 
to the personnel of the committee, and to 
Mr. Rinn’s proposal that she must pro- 
duce at least four of the seven phenomena 
designated under the eighth article of his 
manifesto in order to win the thousand 
dollars. 

‘“‘T cannot agree to produce anything,” 
she said, ‘‘even a single phenomenon is 
not a matter of personal volition.”’ 

She was willing, however, to accept Mr. 
Rinn and Mr. Davis as her chief controls. 
‘‘“The other three must be distinterested 
persons, absolutely disinterested.”” She 
continued: 

‘‘If Mr. Rinn and his friends insist that 
there be no one at the table who might 
aid me in producing phenomena,:is it too 
much for me to insist that there be no 
one at the table who might, by physical 
force, prevent the phenomena from being 
produced? Such force as I have been 
able to concentrate and direct—whatever 
that force may be—might even be unable 
to lift the table upon which five muscu- 
lar men were bearing down with all their 
weight and strength.’’ 

On Sunday morning—the morning of the 
day set for The Times tower séawce—La 
Palladino was personally communicated 
with and declined to give the séance that 
evening on what seemed to be plausibie 
grounds. She said she would hold the 
séance on the evening of Tuesday, May 
24, with the anti-Palladinoists in the 
circle, provided conditions could, in the 
meantime, be arranged. Otherwise she 
would hold the séance without the anti- 
Palladinoists and under her offered con- 
ditions. 


Plain Challenge by Mr. Rinn, 
THE Times of Monday, May 23, con- 
tained communications from Messrs. 


Rinn and Carrington, each giving a sum- 
Tomi Y of the preceding events. Mr. Rinn 


contended that he was really anxious to 
lose his $1,000 if by so doing he could 
establish the truth of the existence of a 
new force hitherto unknown, and he ad- 


ded: 

‘*T deny absolutely that she has any 
power of levitation, and I will give her 
$2,000 if she will cause a small block of 
wood, placed on the top of a large table, 
to float suspended in the air a few inches 
above the table for a few moments with- 
out contact.”’ 

Mr. Carrington in his letter, declared 
that Mr. Rinn's committee of three with 
a two-thirds vote to settle the case was 
not without cage een ‘‘ Certainly,’’ he 
added, ‘‘ Mr. Rinn does not intend to lose 
his thousand dollars.”’ 

A letter in Italian was sent to La Pal- 
ladino, a translation of which reads as 
follows: 

I hope to have the seance Tuesday even- 
ing at 8 o’clock. If the prestidigitateurs 
shall accept your conditions they will be 
present, otherwise if they do not accept, 
pias hs a not be present, unless you so de- 
Sire ° 

As I have already written you the other 
dav it would be well if you were to re- 
ong in complete rest until Tuesday even- 
ng. 

It should be added in explanation of 
this letter that La Palladino asserts that 
she is unable to give good séances on 
successive evenings. She, however, ig- 
nored this advice and gave a private 
séance on Monday evening arranged for 
by Mr. Carrington, but later canceled by 
him. Nevertheless, in spite of his remon- 
strance and his failure to be present, she 
held the séance. 


Unacceptable Conditions, 
On Tuesday evening all was ready for 
La Palladino in the tower room. Mr. 
Carrington in the afternoon had brought 


hither all the necessary paraphernalia— 
he cabinet curtains, two stools, a toy 
piano, a mandolin, a toy flute, and the 
medium’s table. The curtains were to be 
strung in the presence of Mr. Rinn. 

By 8 oO’clock. Messrs. Rinn, Davis, Kel- 
legge, Carrington, and Thurston had ar- 
rived. The flashlight photographer was 
ready with his camera. The stenogra- 
wher was ready with her notebook and 
several sharp-pointed pencils. The atmos- 

here was congenial, almost charitable.

They wanted gen- 
uine phenomena. That was all. 

By O'clock La Palladino had not ar- 
rived. By 9:30 the assemblage went down 
the elevator.

Still, She Wouldn’t Come, 


Notwithstanding the discouraging 
aspect (Mr, Rinn haé already declined to 
accept raps and lievitations under her 
conditions or to give up his money on the 


production of a single phenomenon) the 
person who was to fetch La Palladino 
!continued on his way, for this reason: 
She had already promised to give a séance 
on that evening in The Times Tower--— 
with the anti-Palladinoists, if an agree- 
ment were reached in time in regard to 
conditions, or, without them, if an agree- 
ment were impossible. 

He found La Palladino. She declined 
most emphatically to give a seance that 
evening. She declined with equal em- 
phasis—made eloquent and _ vociferous 
with a choice array of Neapolitan ex- 
pletives—to have anything more to do 
with American sleight-of-hand men. They 
could keep their $1,000 and be welcome— 
more than welcome. 

This was said in words for which the 
English language offers no equivalent. 
And then, in excellent Italian, she added 
a courteous request that she come on the 
following Sunday evening to The Times 
Tower room and give her séance before 
the members of THE Times staff and 
their scientific friends. With her hand on 
her heart that she would keep her word 
she swore. 

As to Messrs. Rinn, Davis, and Kellogg 
and other professional medium trappers 
and magicians she would have none of 
them. Her Italian lapsed into the more 
feverish Neapolitan again. Even the pres- 
ence of Mr. Thurston—Mr. Thurston, who 
had wagered $1,000 on her ultimate gen- 
uineness—was not to be allowed. 


And This, She Said, Was Why. 


Her reasons for this change of front are 
logical, possibly impressive. She said: 

‘*Am I a prize pig, to be made an ex- 
hibition of—to have persons bet on what 
I can or cannot do? I who was Known and 


if things do not suit you, you need have 
no séance. If you do not come at all they 
will say you are afraid. They will say, 
*Eusapia ha paura.’ ”’ 

‘*I will not come, it is !mpossible—im- 
possible,’ declared La Palladino. “I do 
not wish to come—not to-night. I have 
been thinking. Suppose we come to an 
agreement about the conditions, and the 
American magicians sit at the table, and 
something happens—suppose I produce 
good phenomena. ‘Then it is all registered 
and the facts are published. For a mo- 
ment, I triumph I have satisfaction? ’”’ 

‘* Yes, you triumph and have satisfac- 
tion, surely.’’ 


‘‘“Not at all,’’ declared La Palladino. 
‘‘Not a bit,’’ and she made the table 


creak with the blows of her fist. ‘‘ Tne 
next day, the next week, somebody will 
say that one of the magicians helped me 
produce my phenomena, and that I paid 
him to doit. No, no, lam not to be caught 
that way. Would I not still be the gainer 
if I paid him one, two, three thousand 
dollars to do that dishonest thing? And 
for that very reason I do not wish Mr. 
Thurston to be at the table or in the 
room when I give my séance in ‘ine 
Times Tower. or then people might say 


that he, who its skilled in the arts of 
the magician, had helped me—helped 
me!” 


She paused and then continued very 
seriousiy: ‘‘ I begin to understand that if 
I were to accept any conditions, which 
would make my séance seem like a con- 
test, it would look as though I were to do 
things which they bet I could not do. I 
would degrade myself if I accepted a 
challenge of that kind—I, who, in Europe, 
have only tne xreatest scientists for my 
investigators, and not the jugglers of the 
country fair.” 


There’ll Be No Contest, 


Last evening these two questions were 
asked La Palladino: 

** Do you still hold to your proposal that 
a single phenomenon, which cannot be ex- 
plained by the committee, gives you the 
thousand dollars reward?" 


““Do you still consider that so-called 
spirit raps and the usual levitation of 
the table be considered evidential? ”’ 

Or, in her own language:

ALBANY, May 26.—Through twelve 
hours of constant work upon his aero- 
plane to get it in shape for its proposed 
flight down the Hudson to New York 
Glenn H. Curtiss, the aviator, convinced 
a large gallery of Albany residents to-day 
that aerial navigation, so far as getting 
readily aloft is concerned, is still far from 
a perfected science. By his delay Curtiss 
lost a favorable day for a flight. | 

Mr. Curtiss’s five mechanics swarmed 
upon his machine early this morning and 
ceased work only when the darkness made 
it impossible to continue. The aviator, 
who had directed the task at intervals, 
said as he left his craft for the night that 
there was still eight hours’ work ahead 
of him before it would be ready to test in 
a preliminary flight. 

The best he could promise for to-mor- 
row was that he might take the air for a 
short time in the afternoon, and that if 
the going was good aloft he might elimi- 
nate his preliminary experimentation with 
rudder and elevators and head out direct- 
ly down the river to a farm near Pough- 
keepsie, where a flag is flying to direct 
him to a cache of gasoline and oil. This 
farm near Poughkeepsie is to be the first 
stop on the flight to New York for The 
New York World prize of $10,000. 

For twenty minutes just at sunset Cur- 
tiss brought his machine out of the two- 
pole tent where it has been assembled 
on the tide flats of Van Rensselaer Isl- 
and, just outside the Albany city limits.

He said that, provided no unforeseen 
accidents requiring immediate attention 
occurred to any part of his machine, not 
more than fifteen minutes would be 
needed for this Poughkeepsie stop. His 
tanks once refilled Curtiss said he hoped 
to reach New York two hours after leav- 
ing the Gill farm. His present intention 
is to land at Battery Park, or if the 
cross wind currents from the skyscraper 
district are too strong to permit him to 
effect a safe landing there, then at Gov- 
ernors Island. 

When Curtiss arose at 4 o'clock this 
morning a single look out of his hotel 
room window convinced him that an early 
morning flight was out of the question. 
The wind was blowing in gusts at the 
rate of from twelve to fifteen miles an 
hour, fishtailing from southwest to north- 
west. He went back to bed, did not get 
up again until 8 o’clock, and only after

Rocky Banks After Nineteen Miles. 


At Stuyvesant, nineteen miles from Al- 
bany, the borders of the river become 
steep and very rocky, with only the 
tracks of the New York Central on the 
east between the water and the rock. 
But the river is wide, although slightly 
tortuous. After a few miles of this topog- 
raphy the country again becoms flat 
for considerable distances back on each 


quarter of a mile wide. 


Safety demands, five miles 


h00 feet high, for the steep, rocky banks 
of the river, it was evident, caused queer 
wind swirls and haffling air currents. 
But a short distance further on return 
may be made to a lower level of flight, 
and at Hudson, twenty-eight miles south 
of Albany, the river, considerably more 
than a mile wide, flows in sweeping 
curves of large radius around numerous 
but flat capes.

At Linlithgow, thirty-five 
miles south of Albany, the hills along 
the river increase in height to 800 or 
1,000 feet, easing to grass-covered knolls 
on the river border. Two miles further 
on even these foothills disappear, and 
the valley becomes ,once. more perfectly 
flat and over two miles in width. 

At Staatsbureg, ten miles north of Pough- 
keepsie and thirteen miles above the Gill 
farm, where Curtiss expects to cb gg 
his gasoline, oil, and water supp the 
course of the river becomes very crooked, 
and the stream runs between hilly banks 
that are steep and not over a quarter of 
a mile apart. Alternately from Staats- 
burg to his stopping point the river widens 
and narrows, but the hills increase, if 
anything, in height and abruptness and 
cause dangerous cross currents of air.

WINS UNDERGRADS’ HEARTS 





Ex-President Wants Footbali Reformed 
so as to Draw Mollycoddles’ Teeth— 
Teddy Bears Much In Evidence,

CAMBRIDGE, England, May 26.— 
Ex-President Roosevelt to-day received 
the honorary degree of Doctor of Laws 
from Cambridge University, and in re- 
turn for the compliment ‘‘ preached ”’— 
his own word—for twenty minutes to 
the youth of the ’Varsity. 

The Colonel said he immensely en- 
joyed a day which brought him intocon. 
tact with the youth of England, and the 
long-continued applause with which the 
university men—it is an insult to an 
English university student to call him 
a boy—received their visitor’s homily 
indicated that they, too, enjoyed it. 

Mr. Roosevelt, who left London by 
the 9 A. M. train, accompanied by his 
wife and Mrs. Longworth, was met at 
Cambridge station by the Vice Chan- 
cellor of the university, the Rev. Dr. 
Arthur James Mason. Here the first 
English hurrahs he has received. fell 
upon his ears, for his previous public 
appearances in this country have been 
in the character of the United States 
special envoy at ceremonies too mourn- 
ful for cheering. He heard several 
others in the course of the day. 

Before luncheon Mr. Roosevelt visited 
Emmanuel College, where John Harvard 
was a student, and saw the rooms Har- 
vard occupied and the few relics pre- 
served of him, one being his signature 
on a deed. 


Teddy Bear’s Welcome. 


The Dons and-students of Emmanuel 
were gathered in the quad to greet the 
Colonel, and a “ Teddy bear” had been 
placed in a sitting posture, with his 
right paw extended in the visitor’s path. 
Mr. Roosevelt laughed heartily and 
made pretense of shaking the out- 
stretched paw. 

After luncheon in Pembroke Hall, 
where most of the dignitaries of the 
university gathered, and where the tra- 
ditional observances of a “ hall” repast 
were followed, Mr. Roosevelt donned 
the scarlet and crimson gown of a 
doctor of laws and proceeded to the 
Senate House to receive the degree. 
The ceremony was divested of much of 
its customary spectacular effect by the 
fact that all the members of convoca- 
tion were wearing black gowns, owing 
to the national mourning, except the 
Vice Chancellor and the Public Orator, 
Dr. J. E. Sandys. 

The latter presented Mr. Roosevelt 
for the honorary degree in a Latin 
speech which aroused the admiration 
of the Dons by its Ciceronian phrasing 
and evoked the applause of the under- 
graduates by its neat references to the 
Colonel’s rough-riding and lion hunting 
exploits and generally strenuous life. 
Mr. Roosevelt smiled and nodded his 
head as the Public Orator spoke of his 
natural ‘‘spolia egregia”’ (Latin for 
“big game’’) and his “ vita strenua.” 

When the ceremony was over the 
undergraduates who crowded the gal- 
leries called for a speech, but Mr. Roose- 
velt shook his head and, in the wake of 
the Chief Marshall and the mace-bear- 
ers of the university, marched out of 
the Senate House, stopping en route to 
make a grab at another huge “ Teddy 
bear,’”’ which, by an ingenious arrange- 
ment of strings held by undergraduates 
in the gallery, was performing a series 
of fantastic gyrations in the air above 
his head. The formal ceremonial was 
ever and youth must have its fling. 
Nobody was shocked, and nobody en- 
joyed the fun more than Mr. Roose- 
velt, 

At the Cambridge Union. 


But what the Colonel] enjoyed most of 
all, perhaps, was his meeting with the 
undergraduates on their own ground, 
so to speak, that is to say, in the hall 
of the Cambridge Union, which is a 
combination of club and debating so- 
ciety. It has given not a few celebri- 
ties to English public life, among them 
Lord Macaulay, Lord Lytton, Sir W. 
Vernon Harcourt, and Lord Alverstone, 

The Vice President of the Union pro- 
posed the distinguished visitor as an 
honorary member, mentioning that one 
of the three honorary members already 
enrolled was Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
and the Secretary seconded the motion, 
which, when put by the President, was 
carried by acclamation. 

Then Mr. Roosevelt talked to the 
gathering for twenty minutes. It was 
not a set speech. He won his audi- 
ence in the first few words by referring 
to some verses published in The Gowns- 
man, a ’Varsity publication, which be- 
gan: me , 

The Lion and the Uni, a will scatter for 
their lives 

When the mighty big-game hunter from 
America arrives. 

But his progress in the Jungle is as noth- 
ing to his fame 

In the copybook-Cum-Sunday-chapel mis- 
sionary game. 

On! we're ready for you, Teddy, our sins 
are all reviewed. 

We've put away our novels and cur stat- 
ues in the nude. 

We've read your precious homilies, and 
hope to hear some more 

At the coming visitation of the moral 
Theodore. 

The rhymester went on to say: 

“Seriously, Teddy, we're proud to 
have you here, for you’ve done some 
pretty decent things without delay or 
fuss, and you’re full of grit inside you, 
and that’s what appeals to us.” 


Mr. Roosevelt's Talk. 


Mr. Roosevelt obeyed the poet’s clos- 
ing injunction to “ give the go-by to 
the Sunday chapel-missionary game,” 
and, though he told his audience he 
was going to preach, it was by no 
means a@ somniferous sermon he deliv- 
ered. His text was simply, “Do to 
the utmost of your ability what you 
have to do, and your life will be a 


Everybody, he said, could not be a 
great poet or do the hundred-yard 
dash in 9% seconds, but everybody 
could develop to the fullest the abili-

deavor. 

The Colonel illustrated 
references to athletics, 
big-game shooting, and his political 
career. In the course of his first term 
as President, he said, at a meeting of 
the Cabinet, one of his colleagues was 
enlarging on the disagreeable phases 
of public life. ‘‘ Let there be no mis- 
take about me, gentlemen,” observed 
the President. ‘‘I like my job and 
intend to keep it for another term ff 
I can.” 

But Mr. Roosevelt did not inform his 
Cambridge audience whether he still 
liked the job and wanted yet another 
term. In fact, when one of the speak- 
ers at the Union referred to him as 
the next President of the United States 
the Colonel smiled as inscrutably as 
the Sphinx he contemplated in Egypt. 
American football was one of the 
things that Mr. Roosevelt touched up- 
on. He expressed the hope that the 
American college game could be made 
less homicidal, for he did not think 
killing was a normal accompaniment 
of football. He wanted it made less 


dangerous, not because he was a sen- 
timentalist, to draw the ‘“ mollycod- 
dles’’’ teeth, but because he wanted to 
deprive them of a good argument 
against the sport. 

Throughout his speech Mr. Roose- 
velt was frequently applauded and at 
its close he was cheered enthusiasti- 
cally. 

Until Monday, when Mr. Roosevelt 
returns to London, he will be a guest 
at the country houses of Arthur H. 
Lee and E. N. Buxton, the celebrated 
big-game hunter.

The comet was first seen at 8:10 
o’clock, staying in sight unt! 8:15. It re- 
sembled a fairly bright star of the third 
magnitude, surrounded by a misty halo, 
and not a sign of a train. Undoubtedly 
the comet is rapidly diminishing in size 
and -brilliancy, and will soon be beyond 
the unaided eye vision. 

Between 8:15 o’clock and 8:20 the comet 
was hidden behind drifting clouds, emerg- 
ing at 8:20 and remaining visible until 
8:30 o'clock. Then it disappeared behind 
the clouds, and remained hidden for the 
rest of the evening. : . 

At 9:17 a meteor, resembling a red ball 
of fire, was seen drifting from the direc- 
tion in which the comet had appeared, 
and it pursued a course directly, over- 
head, vanishing in the northwestern sky. 
Its motion was slow, and it apparently 
stayed at almost the same elevation, 
probably some ten or fifteen miles. It 
was. the onl meteor observed in. the 
evening, but i presented an unusual and 
remarkable appearance. 


May Be Breaking Up. 


Is a celestial tragedy being enacted be- 
hind the curtain of clouds which have 
hidden. Halley’s comet from view? Start- 
ling rumors from move or less reliable 
sources have been circulating to the effect 


that the comet has lost its tail; that it 
has two tails; that its tail is some forty 
degrees long, d finally, that the nucleus 
of the comet has split in twain. 

Cases of comets breaking up, dispersing, 
and finally disappearing are on record, 
the best instance being that of Biela’s 
comet. Its history is very interesting. 

It was discovered in 1826 by Biela, an 
Austrian officer, and its return announc d 
as due in 1882. Its orbit came within a 
very few thousand miles of the earth's 
orbit, and had the comet and the earth 
arrived at the nearest point at the same 
time there would have been a collision, 
the earth passing through the outer por- 
tions of the comet’s head. At the return 
of the comet in 1832 some one started the 
report that such an encounter would oc- 
cur, and in consequence there was a comet 
scare in France. However, there was no 
reason for alarm, as the comet passed the 
eritical point about a month before the 
earth reached it, so that the two bodies 
were never really within 15,000,000 miles 
of each other. 

At the next return In 1839 it was not 
well placed for observation, ‘but when it 
duly reappeared in 1846 it had divided 


presented the ordinary appearance of any 
newly discovered comet. On Dec. 19 it 
had become rather pear shaped, and ten 
days later it had divided. The twin cém- 
ets drifted along side by side for more 
than four months, at an almost unvarying 
distance of about 160,000 miles, without 
showing ‘any sign-.of mutual disturbance. 
There was, however,..a. peculiar inter- 
Change of what might be termed flashlight 
signals between the celestial comrades, 
the nucleus of first one and then the 
other glowing brightly, but on no occa- 
sion were both resplendent at the same 
time. When next the tomet returned, in 
August, 1852, it was under rather unfa- 
vorable circumstances for observation,

ing quietly-in their appointed ‘orbits. | 
Neither of them has ever been seen again, 
although they ought to have returned 
five times, and more than once under fa- 
vorable conditions for visibility. 

The final chapter in the celestial tragedy 
was enacted on the night of Nov. 27, 1872, 
just as the earth was passing the old 
track of. the lost comet. In place of the 
twin comets a wonderful meteoric show- 
er _took place, recurring in November, 
1885, and 1892, when the earth once more 
passed the comet’s path. The meteors of 
this so-called Bielid swarm in their mo- 
tion through the sky are parallel to the 
comet’s orbit, at the point where it inter- 
sects our own, and are undoubtedly com- 
posed of the fragments of Biela’s comet. 
Is Halley’s comet approaching this stage 
of its celestial career? The answer to the 
question depends upon the confirmation. 
of the discovery made by Dr. A. E. Doug- 
las of the University at Tucson, Arizona. 
He states that the head or nucleus of 
Halley’s comet has divided into two parts. 
If this statement is confirmed then we 
may feel assured that in the occasional 
glimpses we have had of the celestial 
wanderer we have seen.-it in the decline of 
its glorious career. On the mornings of 
May 6 and 13 the writer saw it in all 
its beauty, adorned with a train of vast 
dimensions, but on the morning of May 
19 two fragmentary streamers were all 
that remained of its former splendor. In 
the evening sky it was seen two or three 
evenings later with a short fan-shaped 
train of about three degrees; on May 24 
the train was barely perceptible and the 
nucleus’ shrunken and faded in brilliancy, 
and now we hear that the nucleus has 
split in twain. 


History Traced 2,000 Years. 


Is this the beginning of the shattering 
process which marks the final disso- 





in space? Are we gazing upon the 
final chapter in the career of Hal- 
ley’s comet? Kind Mother Earth has 
considerately drawn a curtain of cloud 
between our planet and the scenes which 
are being enacted in the celestial tragedy. 
For the past 2,000 years the comet has 
approached the neighborhood of the sun 


and planets unscathed, but finally, like 
the moth which has ventured once too 
often within range of the alluring light, 
it has singed its wings. A bright meteor 
seen on the morning of May 15 by Miss 
Elizabeth P. Soper of Stonington, Conn., 
who shared with me, though we were a 
considerable distance apart, the lonely 
vigil of that morning seemed to be the 
herald announcing the coming tragic event 
in the career of the comet. In a letter 
dated May 18 she remarks: 

‘‘I write to tell you of a meteor I saw 
on Sunday morning, May 15, at exactly 
six minutes past 2. It was so wonderful 
I am surprised to have seen no mention 
of it in the newspapers. It came from 
the northeast, circling toward the south- 
west very slowly, and I feel sure it was 
@ minute and a half before it passed from 
view. The meteor was very large, bright 
red, passing the tail of the comet, and 
leaving a red streak behind that was

Halley did when he called upon candid 
posterity to acknowledge that his predic- 
tion of the return of Halley’s comet in 
1758 had come true. The writer as con- 
fidently predicts that if Halley’s comet 
continues in its present course of dividing 
in two and losing its tail and apparently 
scattering celestial fire rockets along its 
track it will doubtless not survive more 
than two or three centuries at ‘most. 
“Candid posterity ’’ can alone verify this 
prediction, which has the charm at pres- 
ent of being ‘“‘ beyond our ken.”

Projection from Comet’s Head, Seen 
Recently, Has Disappeared. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 26—The 
*“jet’’ which was seen by Harvard as- 
tronomers projecting from the nucleus of 
Halley’s comet on May 23 and 24 had en- 
tirely disappeared to-night. For the first 
time since the comet went into the west- 
ern sky weather conditions to-night per- 

itted a satisfactory view for several 
hours. 

Prof. 0. C, Wendell of the Harvard 
Observatory, in giving out a statement 
based on his own observations and those 
of Prof. EB. C. Pickering and others, said 
that the nucleus, measured photometrical- 
ly with the large telescope, was found to 
be of 6.43 magnitude, which es compared 


with a magnitude of 657 two nights a 
shows the nucleus has grown slightly 
brighter. 

No indication of any 4fvision of the 
nucleus was seen to-night. In fact, the 
head of the comet was found:to be quite 
sharply defined and starlike.

I 
called my mother and sister, and to- 
gether we watched this streak, which re- 
mained visible for half an hour after the 
meteor had disappeared.”’ 

On May 19 the writer observed a meteor 
in the direction of the eastern sky, plung- 
ing swiftly in a northeast direction. It 
was visible for a fraction over five sec- 
onds. It resembled at first a pear-shaped 
ball, three times as large as Venus, leav- 





ing a streak some five degrees in length 
as it flashed downward. Another meteor 
was observed the same evening by the 
writer and two other observers between 
2:40 and 3 A. M. . Unfortunately in 
the excitement of the moment the writ- 
er failed to make a note of the exact 
moment of the apparition, The meteor 
was seen coming from the same direction 
as the one which was observed at 2 
o’clock, and from the momentary glimpse 
obtained by the writer it was apparently 
tinged with blue. 

On the evening of May 25, when the 
comet appeared as a hazy mist with a 
short fan-like train, four more meteors 
flashed into view. The first was seen at 
8:25, and it left a bluish streak in its 
wake as it flashed from near the comet 
in a westerly direction. It passed be- 
tween the twin stars Castor and Pollux, 
flickering out a few degrees above the 
northwestern horizon. Three other me- 
teors followed it in the same general 
course across the sky within the fliext few 
minutes. Were these age = the celes- 
tial heralds announcing a future display 
some seventy-five years hence, of what 
might be termed Hanelds, tne scattered 
fragments of Halley’s comet, a repetition 
of our experlence with Biela’s? 

This may be too early a date for the 
final disintegration, and at the next re- 
turn in or about 1986 twin comets may 
greet the- eyes of astronomers. but it is 
only a matter of time when the comet

ANOTHER BOSTON LETTER 





Thomas and Tells How Welghts 
Should Be Adjusted. 


_—— 


The Government drew its net of evi- 
Gence tightly yesterday around Charles R. 
Heike, Secretary and Treasurer of the 
Sugar Trust and the chief defendant in 
the trial before Judge Martin and a jury 
in the Criminal Branch of the United 
States Circuit Court, and thé five men who 
ere charged with operating the sugar- 
weighing frauds on the Williamsburg 
docks of the trust for many years prior 
to November, 1907. The other defendants 
@re Hrnest Gerbracht, former Superin- 
tendent of the Williamsburg Refinery; 
James M. Bendernagel, cashier at that re- 
finery; Harry W. Walker, the assistant 
Gock boss at Williamsburg, and two 
checkers named Voelker and Halligan. 

It was shown yesterday, by his own iet- 
ters and from the mouths of his imme- 
Ojate subordinates, that Heike had the 
Most intimate knowledge of every detail 
of the bookkeeping and accounting meth- 
ods at every one of the trust’s refineries, 
erd that so far as the Williamsburg re- 
finery was concerned the lower weights 
of sugar imported which the Government 
weighers recorded on the false scales 
Were used as the basis of all the melting 
records on sugar bought on invoice 
weights, as distinct from landed weights. 
This classification covered a very large 
part of the dutiable sugar imported by 
the trust. 

More Refined Than Raw Sugar Re- 
ported. 


The Government’s evidence of yester- 
day’s session also disclosed that the false 
weights returned from the Government 
scales were definitely recognized at 117 
Wall Street, and that by orders of Heike 
adjustments were made by adding certain 
@llowances when it came to making up 
the statements of refinery operations 
with sugar handled in this way. More 
than this, in some years, according to 
charts which the Government’s experts 
made up from data obtained in Heike’s 
office, the Williamsburg refinery actually 
turned out more refined sugar of the 
grades handled by this method than the 
Government’s weighing records showed to 
have been entered upon its piers. 

Heike’s letters—and his counsel, John 
B. Stanchfield, referred to him as the 
** prize letter writer of the company ’’—as 
introduced in evidence yesterday con- 
tained open references to the Government 


weights and the actual weights, and one 
of these epistles, addressed in 1904 to 
Supt. Frank G. Turner of the Boston re- 
finery, referred to a conversation upon 
the handling of these melting accounts 
with Washington B. Thomas, now Presi*+ 
dent of the American Sugar Refinery, 
who was then Vice President and the con- 
trolling influence in the Boston plant. 

here was another phase of yesterday’s 
testimony which attracted considerable 
interest. It was demonstrated that the 
trust’s organization provided for just such 
& handling of refinery accounis as THD 
Times told of some months ago in its dis- 
closure of the bonus system that pre- 
vailed throughout, whereby all the ele- 
ments of cost, including price of raw 
sugar, duty, labor, &c., were debited 
gy pp each refinery and the proceeds 
of the sales of refined sugar credited. 


Reconstructed the Lost Statements. 


A competition in results was thus creat- 
ed, and while the Government’s testimony 
did not go to the actual payment of the 
bonuses, Heike’s letters, as introduced, re- 
ferred specifically to the competition, to 
the interest of the late H. O. Havemeyer 
in the results, and to his own intimate 
knowledge of the actual details. 

The so-called technical statements giv- 
ing the results of refinery operation as 
reported to Heike supplied a feature of 
yesterday’s evidence. These statements, 
the defens® conceded, were not In exist- 
ence at the present time, and the Govern- 
ment undertook to build up the structure 
of fact they contained by presenting the 
work of its experts, who had reconstruct- 
ed them from the sugar company’s books. 
It came out after counsel for the defenses 
had bitterly cross-examined the witnesses 
who had done the work of reconstruction 
that at Heike’s orders the technical state- 
ments, at least up to the close of 1908, 
had all been destroyed. 

Two junior employes of his office testi- 
fied to this. One, William A. Bryant, an 
office boy who took care of Heike’s 
records, declared that on March 9, 1909, 
he destroyed a package marked “‘technical 
statements, 1908,’’ under Heike’s direction, 
and reported their destruction to his 
superior. This, it was conceded,, happened 
four days after the termination of the 
trial in which the trust was convicted as 
a corporation of the sugar weighing 
frauds. Another employe, Arthur Wallen, 
testified that for twelve or thirteen years 
he had been, from time to time, called 
upon by Heike to destroy these technical 
statements, his last orders to this effect 
covering the technical statements for 
1908, coming from Heike early in De- 
cember, 1908. The defense conceded that 
the prior trial ,of former Sugar Trust 
employes for the weighing frauds began 
late in November, 1909, and lasted until 
about the middle of December. Heike’s 
indictment came in January, 1910. 

Eventually Joseph P. Montgomery, 
** melting clerk ” in the trust’s Wall Street 
office, was put upon the stand. He iden- 
tified the books in which he kept a record 
of the work of the Williamsburg Refinery 
from 1901 to 1908, and explained that th 
term ‘‘melting’’ was use@ to cover al] 
the results produced from handling the 
raw sugar received at a given refinery. 

“Did Mr.

Montgomery explained that he made up 





monthly statements of all the raw sugar

An Attempt to Scuttle a Ship. 


tention fs paid to the things required to col- 
lect insurance claims, and it is extremely 
difficult to get a settlement under the cir- 
cumstances. The Insurance Inspector is al- 
Ways entitled to see the ship and you 
should .not have allowed the Indiana to go 
away until the man had been there to in- 
spect her and seo the cause of the damage. 
It is true that you sent word at once to 
the office, but it seems that the young man

account for the damage stated that it was 
due to extremely rough weather on the pas- 
sage to New York, and that the water got 
in through the hatches and along the masts. 
It was to verify these statements that the 
insurance man ought to have seen the ship. 
They asked me to see the weight book be- 
cause they thought that some of the drafts 
might have been lighter than others, which 
would indicate that some of the bags were 
empty or stock and washed out, which is 
always a good evidence of salt water dam-

Heike Writes of the Weights. 


The Turner letter was even more en- 
ligntening, for in that, besides mentioning 
Mr. Thomas, the trust’s Secretary-Treas- 
urer discusses at some length the differ- 
ences in weights and their causes, “ first 
the desire of the Superintendents to make 
as good a showing as possible, and, sec- 
ond, the liberal weights and tares which 
we receive from the Custom House, and 
which, of course, we do not undertake to 
correct.”’

Dear Sir: I spoke to Mr. Thomas the 
other day in reference to a change we 
wish to make in your melting account in 
order to have it conform with the melting 
account of the other refineries, and which 
will facilitate the comparison of the work- 
ings of our several houses. 

made a change in New York several 
years ago, when we found that cargoes of 
sugar melted at our refineries showed 
larger losses in weight than it was reas- 
onable to expect. That the difference was 
not due to actual losses was shown by the 
technical statements, which frequently gave 
large gains in the percentage of crystalliza- 
ble sugar. If you Sate looked at your tech- 
nical] statements you will have noticed the 
same at the Boston refinery. The month of 
July showed a gain of +0.84, September 
0.87, and October 0.58. 

These differences are due to two causes. 
First, the desire of the Superintendents 
to make as good a showing of their work- 
ing as possible; second, to the Iberal 
weights and tares which we receive from 
the Custom House and which of course we 
do not undertake to correct. These Cus- 
tom House weights are generally taken as 
@ basis for the meltings. 

To charge the meltings 
basis we have adopted the following sys- 
tem: Of each lot melted, I compare the 
number of pounds reported as melted with 
the actual number for which we paid, 
and if there is any difference, I charge | 
the melting account as follows: 


As Heike Balanced the Weights. 
1. On sugar bought on landed weight,

of pounds for which we have paid. 

2. On sugars bought on invoice weight— 
that is, on invoices from foreign countries— 
I allow to the refinery: 

(a) On Java sugars, a loss of 1 per cent.; 
that is, if the refinery welght would show 
a loss of 2 per cent., I add the 1 per cent. 
to the meltings. 

(b) On sugars from Cuba, the invoices of 
which are rendered in Spanish pounds, I 
allow the refinery the difference between 
Spanish and American pounds. That is, 
I charge to the refinery the full number 
of pounds for which we have paid. 

(c) Sugars from English West India Is]l- 
ands, (Jamaica, Antigua, Barbados, &c.,) 
I allow a loss of \% per cent. 

(d) On beet sugars I allow a weight of 
% per cent. 

I make these changes in the office in New 
York, and I do not alter the accounts at 
the refinery, as it does not seem to me de- 
sirable that there should be two sets of 
weights on the books of the refinery. One 
set, for instance, representing the Custom 
House weight, on which duty ts paid, ang 
another set, representing melting weights, 
giving a larger number of pounds. 

It will be most convenient for you, after 

our statement of raw sugar melted has 


en completed, to add these differences to 
each list. 
The correction of that technical statement 
I shall make here in New York.

The remainder of yesterday’s session 
was largely given over to the reading of 
extracts from letters written by Heike 
at different times in the last fifteen years, 
These all contributed to the demonstra- 
tion of his intimate knowledge of every 
detail of refinery operation, and pro- 
duced his remark, already refcrred to, that 
President H. O. Havemeyer, while not in- 
formed as to ail the bookkeeping, was 
deeply interested in the results. It moved 
Mr. Stanchfileld to bring out on cross- 
examination that one of the Government 
witnesses had examined between 17,000 
and 18,000 letters of Heike, and to re- 
mark that Heike was the prize letter 
writer of the woe yee’ £ 

The Government will close its case in 
the first hour of this morning, and then 
the defense will oa tag It is. anticipated 
that two and possibly three of the minor 
defendants will enter pleas of guilty with- 
out putting up any further fight. The 
Federal Grand Jury, to which Oliver 
Spitzer testified after he had told his 
story in court, did not return any indict- 
ments yesterday.

JUDGE J. W. CRAGEN 
INDICTED IN QUEENS 


Gresser’s Former Secretary Is 
Charged with Having Raised 
Vouchers for Stamps. 








RELEASED IN $6,000 BAIL 





Four Counts Against Him, In Which 


He Is Accused of Stealing 
Nearly $1,000.

Judge John M. Cragen of the Municipal 
Court of Queens County and former Sec- 
retary to Borough President Lawrence 
Gresser, was indicted by the Queens 
County Grand Jury yesterday on four 
counts charging grand larceny in con- 
nection with the present graft investiga- 
tion in the borough. He immediately ad- 
journed court at Elmhurst when he heard 
of the indictments and gave himself up. 
He was arraigned before Justice Garret- 
son and held in $6,000 bail, $1,500 on each 
count, 

The charge against Cragen involves the 
raising of vouchers for postage stamps 
for use in the Borough President’s office 
while he was Secretary there. Commis- 
sioner of Accounts Fosdick, who has been 
conducting the Queens graft investigation, 
brought out the fact in a report to the 
Mayor some time ago that twenty-one 


vouchers for stamps had been raised from 
ote $50. The misappropriations totaled 
$ 


The indictment of Judge Cragen is the 
most important development so far in the 
Queens investigation, and caused a stir in 
the borough last night. Cragen has been 
a close political follower of President 
Gresser for some time, and was elected to 
the Municipal Court bench on his ticket 
last Fall. This had the indorsement of 
the Hearst organization, and ran inde- 
pendent of both the regular Republican 
and Democratic nominations. 

Commissioner Fosdick in a@ recent re- 
port to the Mayor said that a determined 
effort was made to obtain the vouchers 
from the Controller's office after the in- 
vestigation began and later from his own 
office. He said that one of his clerks had 
been approached on the street and told 
that he would be liberally rewarded if he 
would abstract the documents from the 
Commissioner’s files. 

Further light was thrown on this yester- 
day when the Commissioner sent another 
report to the Mayor on the matter, in 
which he recommended the discharge of 
Frank O’Meara and Alexander McCon- 
nell, junior clerks in the Controller’s 
office. He says in their behalf that both 
are young men, and that their dismissal 
would undoubtedly be sufficient punish- 
ment for them. 


He Approached a Clerk. 


It seems that McConnell is the man who 
approached the clerk in the Commis- 
sioner’s office and attempted to get him 
to obtain the stamp vouchers, and that 
he is a friend of O’Meara, to whom Louis 


McNally, the young clerk in the Borough 
President’s office, to whom Cragen is 
alleged to have attempted to shift the 
responsibility for the changed vouchers, 
first went for assistance. The Commis- 
sioner’s report says: 

Louis McNally, the office boy or clerk in 
Cragen’s office, upon whom Cragen at- 
tempted to shift the responsibility, called at 
my office yesterday and made a complete 
confession of his part in the affair. He 
stated that in order to protect Judge 
Cragen he had perjured himself in his testi- 
mony before the Grand Jury and that the 
forgeries had actually been committed under 
the direction of Mr. Cragen himself. After 
a@ consultation with District Attorney De 
Witt it was decided to reserve his testimony 
until the trial of Cragen. 

McNally threw considerable Hght on the 
attempted bribery of the junior clerk in my 
office. It appears that at the direction 
of Cragen he came over to the Controller’s 
office to procure, if possible, the receipts 
for postage stamps attached to the vouch- 
ers. He sought out a friend of his, Frank 
O’Meara, a clerk in the Controller’s office, 
and related the whole circumstances to 
him, putting the blame on himself, and ask- 
ing O’Meara to help him to procure the 
receipts. O’Meara informed him that he 
himself was not in a position to get the 
vouchers, but gave him a note of introduc- 
tion to Alexander McConnell, another clerk 
in the Controller’s office, who is assigned to 
the record room in the Hall of Records, 
where the vouchers are kept. 

McConnell informed McNally that the 
vouchers were in the possession of the 
Commissioner of Accounts and that he was 
not in a position to procure them. It 
seems, however, that an arrangement was 
made whereby for some remuneration Mc- 
Connell was to procure the receipts from a 
representative from this office. McConnell 
is the man who approached the clerk from 
my office and promised him the money for 
the receipts. He was identified by the clerk 
in question and under cross-examination 
admitted his guilt. 


Mayor Will Take No Action. 


When Mayor Gaynor was asked yester- 
day if he would take the matter to the 
Appellate Division in Cragen’s case, he re- 
plied: 

*“*I don’t think it will be necessary. I 
don’t think he will try to continue to sit 
as a Judge. No Judge ever did this, to 
my recollection, after having been n- 
dicted.”’ 

After adjourning court Cragen, in com- 
pany with ex-Sheriff Meyerrose of 
Queens, for whom he served as counsel 
during his term, and Clarence Edwards, 
his counsel, went to the Court House in 
Long Island City, where he gave himself 
up to District Attorney De Witt. The bail 
bonds were drawn and signed by John H. 
Hicks, a contractor, and brother of James 
P. Hicks, ex-Superintendent of Highways 
in Queens and one of the Democratic 
leaders in Long Island City. 

When the Grand Jury reported to Jus- 
tice Garretson yesterday morning they 
handed up a bundle containing in all 
twenty-five indictments, some of which 
were for crimes not connected with the 
graft inquiry, although it is rumored that 
other graft indictments were found, but 
are being withheld for the present. 

Two months of graft hunting in Queens 
has resulted in the indictment of six men 
to date. Indictments for grand and petty 
larceny against Cornelius J. Jordan, an 
émploye of the Water Department, and 
for forgery against John J. Dunn, a fore- 
man in the Sewer Department, were re- 
turned by the April Grand Jury. Last 
week ex-Sheriff Matthew J. Goldner, who 
held the post of Superintendent of Sewers 
for four years under ex-Borough Presi- 
dent Joseph Cassidy; Cornelius J. Burke, 
former Superintendent of Sewers under 
Gresser, and Robert Kreuscher, a hotel 
keeper and Democratic leader of Rock-

It was this frankness, according to the 
stories yesterday, which kept his punish- 
ment down to one year’s suspension. 

The rule of the Exchange about com- 
missions is explicit. It says: 

Commissions shall be charged and pald 
under all circumstances upon all purchases 
or sales of securities dealt in upon the Ex- 
change and shall be absolutely net and free 
from all and any rébatement, return, dis- 
count, or allowance in any shape or man- 
ner whatsoever, or by any method or ar- 
rangement, direct or indirect. 

The Stock Exchange’s action was ac- 
companied: by this statement of the 
charges: 

The said firm of BE. F. Hutton & Co. en- 
tered into an agreement during the earl 

art of the year 1900 with one Hosmer J. 

rrett, who was in the employ of the said 
firm, to pay said Hosmer J. Barrett a sal- 
ary of $1,500 per month because of the fact 
that this firm had profited by business 
sought or procured for it by the said Bar- 
rett during the preceding three years in the 
sum amounting to about $30,000 per year, 
and said firm paid Barrett this salary in ac- 
cordance with the agreement from May l, 
1909, to April 26,° 1910, and Franklyn L. 
Hutton, through the said firm of HB. F, 
Hutton & Co., thereby violated the consti- 
tution of the Stock Exchange. 

E. F. Hutton & Co. made a statement 
as soon as the news of the suspension 
was officially announced, in which they 
explained that they had denied the 
charges of a violation of the ‘‘ commission 
splitting ’’ rule, but that the Governing 
Committee ‘‘had seen fit to apply the 
rules governing commissions’ to their 
employment of: Barrett, and had “ con- 
strued it as a violation of the commission 
law.’ The statement went on to say: 
“Any evasion of the commission law 
was of a technical nature, and not inten- 
tional, and there has been no splitting of 
commissions, as has been rumored.’’ 

The firm will continue in business. 
The suspended firm has had among its 
customers in the last few years some of 
the most sensational plungers in stocks, 
including Jesse L, ivermore and J. 
Brandt Walker. Recently it has been act- 
ive in cotton speculation.

State Savings Bank Association Holds 
its Business Session, Electing C. 
E. Hanaman President.

Although no official cognizance was 

taken by the Savings Bank Association of 
the State of New York of the widespread 
agitation for greater conservatism in dis- 
tributing earnings among depositors, the 
bankers listened with evident approval 
to a strong plea by O. H. Cheney, State 
Superintendent of Banking, for a reduc- 
tion in interest rates and the replenish- 
ment of diminishing surpluses. 
'It was the seventeenth annual conven- 
tion of the association. Vice President 
Charles A. Hanaman presided in the ab- 
sence of President Thomas Mulry, head 
of the Immigrant Industrial Savings Bank, 
who is ill. A resolution was adopted op- 
posing the proposed amandment to the 
Federal Constitution authorizing an in- 
come tax, on the ground that such a tax 
would be detrimental to their depositors 
and ‘might even endanger the existence 
of the mutual savings bank system.” 

An address thut received marked atten- 
tion was made by William F. Dix, Secre- 
tary of the Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
Yany, and related to savings banks insur- 
ance. He admitted its theoretical advan- 
tages, but condemned it as impractical be- 
gause of the impossibility of getting people 
to insure without solicitation. The Execu- 
tive Committee’s report demonstrated the 
hostile attitude of the association toward 
the introduction of life insurance in con- 
ganction with savings banks. 


The New President Speaks. 


Charles ©. Hanaman. who was elected 
President of the association early in the 
meeting, spoke briefly on the functions of 
the savings bank and advocated con- 
servatism in declaring interest ratus. On 
this point he said: 

“ Our institutions ere not commercial in 
any sense. Our savings banks do not sell 
their services, but give it for the benefit 
of a certain olass of citizens. 

“We should cease to hold out any form 
of interest rate as a prize or inducement 
for deposits.” 

State Superintendent Cheney devoted 
most of his address to an appeal for the 
conservation of surplus, which he pointed 
out has decreased to a percentage less 
than one-half what it was twenty years 
ago, and strongly advocated a reduction 
in interest rates to less than the 4 per 
cent. now generally paid. 

After disclaiming any desire to dictate 
the policy to be adopted by the savings 
banks of the State, he plunged into the 
interest rate question, saying in part: 

“The large gain in savings bank depos- 
its during the year 1909 has been called to 
your attention, and I need not dwell upon 
that marvelous growth. At the same time 
the amount of interest paid depositors 
was so great that the ratio of surplus to 
deposits decreased more than one-third of 
1 per cent. 


Bond Values Decreasing. 


* Another factor which we cannot fail 
to consider in connection with this con- 
tinued decrease in surplus is the reduc- 
tion in earnings and the large deprecia- 
tion in bond values prevalent since the 
first of the vear 

‘For the last twenty 
been an annual decrease in the savings 
bank surplus, so that to-day the percent- 
age is less than one-half of what it was 
in 1890. While this conditjuon has not 


heretofore proved disturbing, I personally 
am convinced that the time has now ar- 
rived when steps should be taken to pre- 
vent a further reduction. There can be 
no successful challenge of the principle 
that every dollar of net earnings that can 
be distributed with prudence should be so 
distributed, vet is it not time to analyze 
present conditions and determine what 
real prudence demands? 

‘The first consideration that should be 
given to all savings fundus is absolute 
safety. The surslus of a savings bank 
represents its margin of safety. it cannot 
be too strongly urged that the manage-

FISHMEN ENJOIN CONTROLLER 


Peddiers Under Bridge Declare He 
Favors Republicans in Allotting Stalls. 


Charges of graft were again brought 
forward yesterday in connection with the 
stalls used by fish peddlers under the 
Manhattan approach to the Williamsburg 
Bridge when a lawyer representing some 
of the peddlers applied for an injunction 
restraining Controller Prendergast from 
interfering with the peddlers. In the ap- 
plication for the injunction Controller 
Prendergast, Superintendent of City Mar: 
kets Aitken, Deputy Superintendent of 
City Markets Gudaker, and Collector of 
City Markets Phillips are accused of tak- 
ing away the most desirable stall sites un- 
der the bridge from some peddlers and 


allotting them to others who are members 
of the Republican Party. 

Those peddlers who object to the Con- 
troller’s activity alleged yesterday that 
neither Mr. Prendergast nor Borough 
President McAneny have the legal right, 
which they have recently exercised, to al- 
lot the fish stalls. Lawyer Saul S. Myers 
of 60 Wall Street, representing severa! 
fish peddlers whom the Controller recent- 
ly dispossessed from their stall sites, point- 
ed out, in asking for an injunction, that 
some years ago, while the Williamsburg 
Bridge was being built, Section 82 of 
Article 6 of the city ordinances put the 
fish-stall sites under the bridge under the 
direction of the Bridge Commissioner. 

Controller Prendergast denied last night 
that he had used his office either to swell 
the ranks of the Republican Party in 
this city or to obtain political contribu- 
tions. 

‘*T know the whole bridge fish-stall site 
situation is graft ridden,’’ he said. ‘* One 
of the blackmallers is an east side politi- 
cian and saloon keeper. He squeezes out 
of the peddlers between $10,000 and $2 
000 a year. e makes them buy oil and 
gasoline from him at an exorbitant rate.”’ 


SMITH DENIES HE’S DEAD. 


Gets Court Order Restraining Business 
Successor from So Reporting Him. 














Supreme Court Justice Davis issued an 
injunction yesterday restraining Samuel! 
Friedman from declaring that Aaron 
Smith is sick or dead. It appeared that 
Mr. Smith was a photographer of some 
local note. His studio was at 351 Grand 
Street, and to him came much of the 
best trade of the east side. He decided, 
however, to move uptown to his pres- 
ent stand at Madison Avenue and 105th 
Street, and he sold out to Mr.

Friedman received permission to use 
the sign and business name of A. Smith, 
but, according to Smith, he interpreted 
‘his permission as entitling him to placard 
his place of business wi large posters 
in English and Yiddish announcing:

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A DINNER INVITATION SPURNED. 

‘ Chairman WI.iLcox and his associates 

of the Public Service Commission ougnt 

to accept Mr. WuitripGe’s invitation 
to dinner. Certainly it is not polite, it 
is most unseemly, to ignore the invita- 
tion “as unworthy of recognition.” 

. Mr. WHITRIDGE would offer good vict- 
uals, we have no doubt; the vintages 
and the cigars would agreeably stimu- 
late a conversational interchange of 
views. That would be a benefit to the 

| community. There ought to be a good 
understanding between Receiver WHIT- 
RIDGE and the Public Service Commis- 
sion. But no, Mr. WILLcox talks un- 
pleasantly about pickpockets mapping 
out their night’s work, and “those 
higher up in the social scale”’ planning 
how they shall “ give the public an in- 
adequate return for its money.” Then 
he makes the astonishing statement 
that “the Public Service Commission 
occupies the same position to the sec- 
ond class as the policeman does to the 
first class.” 

This betrays, it seems to us, a pro- 
found misconception of the relation of 
the Commission to the public service 
corporations. Anybody who will read 

the corporation laws of the State of 

New York, the Rapid Transit act, and 

A the act creating a Public Service Com- 

: mission will, we think, reach the con- 

clusion that the intent of the lawmak- 

ers was to produce a homogeneous body 
of statutes which should, on principles 

F of fairness and justice, fix and de- 

termine the relations of these corpora- 

tions to the public they are created to 

serve. Why does the State grant a 

franchise to a railroad company? Man- 

ifestly, with the expectation that the 
corporation under its charter is to per- 
form beneficial public services. For 
that reason exclusive rights and privi- 
leges are given to service corporations. 
The Public Service Commission was 
created to the end that, still under con- 
ditions of justice and fairness, better 
service should be rendered, and that 
wrongs and abuses should be corrected 
vr prevented. Is it not evident that 

“ad the intent of the law would be best ac- 

_vomplished by the establishing of rela- 
tions of mutual respect, friendly busi- 
ness relations, between the Commission 
and the corporations whose bustness it 
regulates and in a large measure con- 
trols? 

Chairman Wittcox has somehow got 
the idea into his head that the Com- 
mission is a constabulary body. Does 
that mean that, in his judgment, the 
officers of corporations are all crim- 
finals, that they must be treated as the 
police treat That the 

% whole duty of the Commission has been 

discharged when it prevents the com- 

7 mission of crime? Is there, then, no 

ay opportunity for the Commission 

) render a service to the public by en- 

couraging corporations to increase their 

facilities, to extend their lines, to carry 

more passengers, and to provide in a 

} greater degree public accommodation? 

| We respectfully commend to Mr. WILL- 

| cox®and his fellow-Commissioners the 
exploration of that field of duty. 

t The dinner to which Mr. WHITRIDGE 
invited the Commissioners was to be 
given, as we remember it, as a sort of 
velebration of the ending of the Com- 
mission’s ninth unsuccessful suitagainst 
him as a Receiver. Perhaps it was 
not quite tactful to introduce such a 
matter into a dinner invitation, but 
Mr. WHITRIDGE, as the public well 
knows, is somewhat given to having 
fun with the Commission. But suppose 
the Commissioners had overlooked that 
little dig and sat down at table with 
him. He is a reasonable man, and we 
think he has been trying to do his duty. 
Certainly he strove valiantly against 
countless obstacles to pay the franchise 
taxes of his roads, and he ultimately 
triumphed, though the officials did their 
best to baffle him. It is in a high de- 
gree probable that around that dinner 
table there might have been such a 
candid interchange of views as would 
have resulted in real co-operation be- 
tween the Commission and the Re- 
ceiver. Mr. WHITRIDGE would have 
laid aside his sarcasms, Mr. WILLCOxX 

“would have consented to abandon his 
pickpocket simile. Asa result the pub- 
lic would have benefited.

_ ted that there is no way to compel the 
_ ‘Management of the present Subway to 
‘build extensions on terms favorable to 
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built on terms unfavorable to the Inter- 
borough corporation? It is exactly that 
view of what is ‘“‘ favorable to the city ” 
that has prevented the building of ad- 
ditional subways in this city during the 
last six years. In a legislative debate 
at Albany the other day mention was 
made of the “‘ modern practice” in re- 
spect to public service corporations. 
The ‘‘modern practice” is to make 
these corporations contribute to the 
tax fund all the money that can be 
squeezed out of them. They are looked 
on as a source of revenue. The older 
and sounder view was that they are a 
source of public accommodation. It is 
immeasurably better for any commun- 
ity that its railways should carry in 
comfort and at reasonable speed a large 
number of passengers than that their 
capacity to carry passengers should be 
diminished by grabbing their revenues 
and imposing unreasonable restrictions 
and requirements. The benefit a com- 
munity derives from adequate service 
is infinitely greater than any accruing 
to it through corporation contributions 
to the tax fund. 

It is true, as Mr. WILLCcox says, that 
it is a “terrible thing” that the sur- 
face railroads of this city should be in 
the hands of receivers. But is it true 
that, as he further remarked, “ this de- 
plorable condition is due to stock- 
watering and enormous bond issues ’’? 
Stock-watering and enormous bond is- 
sues may have played their part in 
bankrupting the roads, but that does 
not explain the continuance of the re- 
ceiverships now that dividends and in- 
terest payments are suspended. There 
must be some other explanation. It 
would not be difficult to formulate 
terms of reorganization which would 
be fair to the owners of the property 
and to the public. The opportunity 
would seem to be an inviting one. Mr. 
WILLCOX says that the railroads in this 
city *“‘*make more money than those 
anywhere in the United States.’””’ What 
is it that prevents reorganization? 
What has kept these roads almost three 
years in the hands of receivers? 








AN AMBASSADOR’S PRIVILEGE. 
As an Ambassador of the United 
States, having been specially appointed 
to represent his country at a King’s 
funeral, Mr. ROOSEVELT has the privi- 
lege of bringing his personal luggage 
into port without examination. The 
Treasury Department had been consid- 
ering the advisability of waiving its 
right to examine his luggage and col- 
lect duties, but his recent appointment 
as Ambassador of the first rank re- 
lieves it of all responsibility in the 
matter. The Administration will doubt- 
less keep its feelings to itself. Of 
course, the whole country will applaud 
the admission of the few trivial tro- 
phies of the chase Mr. RoosEVELT 
brings from Europe, articles of silver- 
ware, tapestries, and the like, free of 
auty, while he is not bringing with him 
the African evidences of his skill as a 
hunter. 

But the personal luggage of the re- 
turning Ambassador contains a great 
deal the Administration would doubt- 
less like to get its eyes on. Perhaps no 
examination of his trunks would suffice 
to relieve the doubts and fears, or to 
indicate what he may have in his men- 
tal recesses that is likely to affect the 
political situation in the near future, 
The “third degree” has not yet been 
employed on the steamship piers, but 
there never has been an instance in 
which its employment might be made 
more useful politically. It is quite out 
of the question, however, which is a 
pity, for the bearing of the Colonel un- 
der the ‘‘ third degree” would be such 
a study for Dr. MUENSTERBERG and his 
fellow-psychologists as they have not 
as yet had the opportunity of enjoy- 
ing. ~Only nature’s weakJings have 
hitherto been subjected to that form of 
torture. 

The Colonel’s personal luggage also 
contains a lot of things which may not 
be dutiable, but are gertainly produced 
in competition with home industry. The 
freedom of European cities is not of 
much value, to be sure, when one is far 
away from the cities, and honorary 
citizenship of foreign countries does not 
often count for much in one’s own 
country. But the pauper universities 
of Europe, and one in Africa, have been 
attaching honorary degrees to the name 
of THEODORE RoosEVELT in a lavish 
manner. It is doubtful if any other 
American citizen has nearly as many 
Ph. D.’s. Yesterday he received an 
LL. D. from Cambridge and he will 
soon have a D, C. L. from Oxford. One 
of the chief industries of our home uni- 
versities is the manufacture of these 
honorary degrees, and the advent of a 
few more Theodore Roosevelts, which 
is, of course, unthinkable, would soon 
get much honors in the tariff schedules. 
As it is, the American Faculties are fre- 
quently at their wits’ end to find recipi- 
ents for degrees. However, there is no 
trouble brewing now, and when the 
Ambassador arrives the question of the 
hour will not be, ‘‘ What has he brought 
home?” but “ What is he going to do 
next?” 





IMPRACTICABLE CLEANLINESS. 

The Metropolitan Sewerage Commis- 
sion reports to Mayor GarYNor that it 
is altogether opposed to the Passaic 
sewer plan because “‘ the degree of puri- 
fication is insufficient,” despite_ the 
success which has attended the proceed- 





ings begun by the recommendation of 
the Commission. This is a most re- 
spectable body, of which we wish to 
speak with the greatest respect, and 
yet we find it difficult to follow its 
vagaries. We remember that some years 
ago we found it necessary to dissent 
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gentleman who now signs the report as 
President, and we now-find ourselves 
in opposition again for reasons of pub- 
lic importance. 

In 1906 Dr. Soper, then connected 
with the Metropolitan Sewerage Com- 
mission, and now its President, made 
an elaborate statement in support of 
the position thus expressed in his own 
words: 

Some engineers of reputation have 
expressed the opinion that the harbor 
and lower Hudson can inoffensively 
dispose of very much larger quantities 
of sewage than are emptied into them 
at the present time. 

This singular position was favorably 
reviewed in The Engineering News, and 
Horace Lewis, the Chief Engineer of 
Sewers of this city, formally reported 
that there was no interest in the sub- 
ject of purifying public waters, and 
that the existing conditions were not 
“intolerable.” He quoted with approval 
a professional opinion that the sewage 
digestive capacity of New York Bay 
‘“ig very large; larger than would prob- 
ably be necessary for the assimilation 
of the sewage which will probably need 
to be discharged into it for the next 
twenty-five years.” 

All these gentlemen were opposed to 
interference with the Passaic sewer 
scheme because of the similarity of the 
position of the communities on the New 
York side of the river and harbor. The 
Bronx valley wished to drain into the 
harbor, and was willing that the Pas- 
saic valley might if the Bronx valley 
might. Moreover, there is an embar- 
rassing question ripening regarding the 
disposition of New York City’s own 
sewage. In opposition to the gentle- 
men above named, we took the position 
on principle that the public interests 
should control uniformly in New York 
and New Jersey. No more pollution 
should be allowed, and practicable. 
measures of purification should be 
adopted in both States and all cities. 
That position has prevailed, against the 
opposition of the gentlemen named, and 
they néw are in opposition to the ad- 
justment which has been reached. The 
United States intervened, established a 
standard of purification, and named 
means for attaining it. New Jersey 
has complied, and has done all that has 
been asked. It is now in relations of 
comity, and is in position to support 
us in’ insisting upon impartial stand- 
ards of cleanliness, instead of equal 
privileges of defilement. 

And now the Metropolitan Sewerage 
Commission, which—save the mark— 
supported the beginning of the reform, 
objects to its consummation because it 
is inadequate purification. And it reo- 
ommends the Mayor to take prompt 
steps to initiate litigation for the pro- 
tection of the harbor. Why be In such 
& hurry about it, when the harbor has 
the capacity to digest all the sewage it 
can receive for the next twenty-five 
years? 





AN OLD-FASHIONED FOURTH. 
We cherish a faint hope that Mayor 
GAYNOR’s “ old-fashioned Fourth” may 
not be thoroughly old fashioned. The 
Fourth of July of the old fashion began 
with booming, sizzing, and cracking 
and thus continued for twenty-four 
noisy hours; the air was full of the 
smoke and smell of gunpowder. There 
is a strong suspicion that the restric- 
tions in the sale of explosives this year 
may not turn out to be quite as re- 
strictive as we had hoped. ‘The chief 
objection to the use of explosives in 
celebrating the anniversary of Inde- 
pendence Day is not the noise, but the 
danger to human life. Last year there 
was talk all over the country of a 
“quiet Fourth,” but the list of casual- 
ties from the use of fireworks was ap- 
palling. 

It is a good idea of the Mayor to 
have a ceremonial celebration. Patri- 
otic feeling needs stimulation and de- 
serves it. The old-fashioned Independ- 
ence Day enthusiasm was good for the 
country. Let us have a revival of it, 
by all means, with the military parades 
and the oratory. But the promiscuous 
use of firearms, toy cannon, and Chi- 
nese crackers should be abolished, espe- 
cially in big cities. Their abolition by 
the police was promised, and there is 
still ground for hope that the promise 
will be kept. 











MIDDLEMEN’S PROFITS. 

When fruits and vegetables are re- 
tailed currently at 100 per cent. to 
many hundred per cent. above what the 
producer receives for them, as indi- 
cated in a letter printed elsewhere, the 
conclusion is inevitable that there are 
too many middlemen and that their 
profits are exorbitant. When the con- 
sumer is cheated into the bargain by 
means of the customary false weights 
and measures, he is entitled in some 
degree to feel aggrieved. 

Mr. B. F. Yoakum, in an address this 
month before the National Convention 
jat St. Louis of the Farmers’ Education- 
al and Co-operative Union, showed that 
the benefits of heavy reductions in 
freight rates during recent years have 
not been shared by farmers or consum- 
ers. The $2.25 paid to the Florida 
farmer for a bushel of green beans be- 
comes $2.75 for the fifty-cent journey 
by rail of 800 miles. This amount the 
middleman pays. But for that bushel 
of beans the consumers pay $6.40. A 
part of this excessive price no doubt 
represents sheer robbery. But much of 
it was accounted for by Mr. WILuIaAmM 
Cc. Brown, President of the New York 
Central Lines, in a recent address be- 
fore the Cleveland Chamber of Com- 
merce: 


T live {m an apartment bufiding In 
New York which contains about forty 
apartments. Since the agitation in re- 
gard to prices has been in progress 
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seen fiftceém delivery wagons, each 
with a box or basket or two, waiting 
in each other’s way to get into the 
area where delivery to the apart- 
ments is made. One. wagon with one 
team and one driver would have 
handled, without trouble, all that the 
fifteen wagons contained. 


Then he recorded another fact of com- 
mon observation: 


In the four sides of one city block, 
not far from where I live, there are 
sixteen small stores or markets selling 
groceries, vegetables, meats, &co. Four 
of them could, without any trouble 
whatever, do all the business done by 
the sixteen. 


For this condition the remedy was ob- 
vious: 


To consolidate the sixteen establish- 
ments into four, effecting the econo- 
mies which would result, would seem 
to be @ work of wisdom and philan- 
thropy. * * * My suggestion would 
be that twelve of these shopkeepers 
take their twelve teams, their twelve 
drivers, and their clerks, and go out 
into the country and become pro- 
ducers, instead of consumers; that 
they add something to the wealth of 
the country by creating it, instead 
of interposing an unnecessary and un- 
called-for expense between the pro- 
ducer and the consumer. 


In this simple suggestion is more wis- 
dom than will be found in all the re- 
ports of al] the commissions on the cost 
of living.

REYNOLDS makes courteous but emphatic 
protest against our recent comment upon 
the outcome of the Belle Moore case, the 
character and conduct of the agents em- 
ployed in convicting the woman of par- 
ticipation in an illegal business, and the 
failure to reveal the existence of a 
‘‘ white slave traffic.’’ Our criticism still 
seems to us to have been justified by its 
congruity with all that was disclosed in 
court—of course the only basis it pre- 
tended to have—but it is only fair to let 
Mr. RBYNOLDS tell why he thinks a final 
judgment of his work depends for correct- 
ness upon knowledge of many things 
which could not be, or was not, presented 
at the trial. 

Much in relation to the past activities of 
the prisoner had been learned by the 
prosecution which it could not use, owing 
to the inadmissibility of evidence irrele- 
vant to the specific crime charged in the 
indictnient. In court that crime stood 
alone, with the result that the conviction 
seemed a small result of large expendi- 
tures and prolonged effort. Mr. Rur- 
NOLDs’s contention is that this case should 
be viewed merely as an incident in an 
investigation covering much ground—an 
investigation the value of which will be 
realized later when the information ac- 
quired has been more fully used. 

Attention is particularly called by the 
Assistant District Attorney to a general 
misunderstanding of the statement made 
by the detective, MILLER, as to the 
amount that had been expended in the 
work, The sum he mentioned was not, 
as most people assunied, what was spent 
in playing the rdle of visitors “ doing’’ 
the Tenderloin, but included, besides, the 
salaries and ordinary expenses of a con- 
siderable group of investigators for a 
period of many weeks. This certainly 
puts a different light on that feature of 
the case, and has its bearing, too, on the 
amount of ‘* temptation ’’ to which BELLE 
Moorp had to be subjected before she 
committed the crime of which she was 
convicted. The agents employed by Mr. 
REYNOLDS, he insists, were honest and 
reputable, as well as experienced, and 
they came to him with excellent recom- 
mendations from Federal and other of- 
ficials whom they had served satisfac- 
torily. : 

The fact remains, unfortunately, that 
the existence of ‘‘ white slavery,” as de- 
scribed in recent accusations, was not 
demonstrated at the trial. That was 
needed to vindicate the publicity which 
has been given certain lamentably an- 
cient evils.

One’s wonder is somewhat miti- 
gated, tcwever, on remembering that the 
witch’s incantations may have been as 
often successful as are the other forms 
of suggestion for the occasional and lim- 
ited efficacy of which up-to-date medicine 
has explanation as well as admission, 
and that modern science has of late béen 
not qvite as sure as it was ten and twen- 
ty years ago that the transmutation of 
metals is an absurdity—a myth or a 
fraud. 
The comfortable and thoroughgoing 
skepticism of our younger days as to 
such matters has been weakened by recent 
discoveries, and though the police court 
will probably attend to the case of the 
east side witch with prompt s#verity as 
a vulgar obtainer of money under false 
pretenses, that of the Scrahton alchemist 
is not so easily settled.

Prosecuting Officer Makes a Statement 
of the Facts. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea? 

I read with surprise the editorial article 
in your issue of May 21, entitled ‘' Il- 
Chosen Agents of Reform.” I am posi- 
tive that if all the facts regarding the 
character and record of Belle Moore were 
known to you, you and all other good citi- 
zens who have the city’s welfare at heart 
would declare that her conviction shoulkl 
be the subject of public approval, and 
not in one of its aspects only “‘a most 
regrettable outcome.’’ 

Permit me to say that neither Harry 
Levinson, who pleaded quilty to the same 
charge, nor Belle Moore was allowed to 
sell human merchandise to the District 
Attorney’s agents until I was satisfied, 
both by abundant testimony from those 
prominent in the Tenderloin and by state- 
ments of the defendants themselves, that 
they: had been long engaged in the traf- 
fic. Belle Moore’s prominence as @ traf- 
ficker in white girls had been vouched 
for by several of her associates, and she 
had assured our chief detective that she 
had been nine years in the business, re- 
garding which she gave revolting details, 
and added that by now she would have 
been a rich woman had she saved her 
money. And, further, before any induce- 
ments were offered her she declared her 
ability and willingness to supply girls for 
our agents’ supposed Seattle house, boast- 
ing that she could get young ones, These 
confident promises were made frequently. 
In view of these facts, I submit that 
our workers were not ‘‘ provoking agents, 
laboriously causing the criminality they 
had been sent out to find.’’ 

It may be added that Belle Moore as- 
sured Miller that the girls she offered him 
were not more than 17 and 18 years of 
age, respectively, and that she believed 
them to be even younger. It has since 
appeared that the girls were older than 
she stated, though the Teddy bear and 
the doll were in evidence among the few 
belongings they begged to be allowed to 
take with them. I found these articles in 
their possession when .ie young women 
were brought to the District Attorney’s 
office. 

One statement made by Miller on the 
witness stand has led to legitimate mis- 
understanding. He was asked, ‘“‘ How 
much money have you spent in this 
work?’’ and replied, ‘“‘ Between $8,000 end 
$4,000." If further questioned, he would 
have indicated that this sum covers the 
salaries and hotel and other expenses of 
four regular workers and other occasional 
helpers during the period in question, 

As Miller was the people’s leading wit- 
ness, it {is only fair to call to your atten- 
tion that he was under cross-examination 
by counsel for the defense for nearly six 
hours without having his’ testimony 
shaken in a single important particular. 
He was brought from Seattle because ot 
the conspicuous service he had rendered 
in a similar investigation conducted by 
the National Immigration Commission, 
Recently the District Attorney has re- 
ceived from Miller's superior, under whom 
he has worked in the Department of the 
Interior for nearly two years, a letter stat- 
ing that he desired Miller’s services again 
on July 1, and that he regarded him (Mil- 
ler) as ‘‘an exceptionally efficient oper- 
ator, a man of high character, resource- 
ful, and of unquestioned integrity.”’ 

Specific cases are but a small part of 
the valuable information obtained through 
this investigation, and the conviction of 
Bello Moore is not an “ unsatisfactory 
termination,’’ but rather an important ac- 
complishment in the progress of our 
larger undertaking, the value of which I 
earnestly hope you and your public will 
not underestimate.

THE BUSINESS THREATENED 





He Asserts That States Create Stat. 
utes That Make Safe Insurance 
All but Impossible. 





A protest against the framing of ltaw# 

inimical to fire Insurance companies 
throughout the country by men who have 
“some political, revengeful, or financial 
purpose in view,”’ was raised yesterday 
by the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers, through its retiring President, J, 
Montgomery Hare, at its forty-fourth an« 
nual meeting in this city. Mr. Hare, dur- 
ing an address to the assembled under- 
writers who had come from various cities 
to attend the meeting, said that some 
events are happening which might well 
cause anxiety to the fire insurance men. 
The underwriters, said Mr. Hare, have 
not succeeded in enlightening the people 
of the United States on the principles un- 
derlying fire insurance business. To lessen 
the number of fires and to prevent sweep- 
ing conflagrations, the public, through 
their State and Municipal Governments, 
should enact laws which would have the 
effect of affording proper building regu< 
lations, provision for sufficient water sup~ 
ply, and sufficient fire apparatus, well and 
ably managed, as well as a reduction of 
expenses by ceasing onerous taxation, he 
said. 
“There is no other way than this to 
meet the situation,” continued Mr. Hare, 
““and yet what is being done? Laws ara 
passed to govern our business that cripple 
it without any benefit to the insured. 
Laws are framed by those who have some 
political, revengeful, or financial purpose 
in view, and are passed by a body of men 
who have given them no consideration, 
and who, from the technical character 
of our business, have not the knowledge 
which can only be acquired through long 
training. 

‘““ While many of the officials appointed 
by the States to supervise us are upright 
men and their purpose is good, in many 
cases they are without experience and 
issue under authority given them edicta 
which entail enormous expense and ac- 
complish nothing. The feeling on the part 
of the Legislatures voicing, we must sup- 
pose, the views of the people of our Com- 
monwealths, is that insurance men repre- 
sent corporations, and anything bearing 
that name is to be treated as an enemy of 
the country. 

“There will come, I hope soon, a reo- 
ognition of the fact that Commonwealths 
cannot attain commercial prosperity with- 
out financial means, and that the agegre- 
Sation of these financial means in the 
form of corporate capital is not a dan- 


ger to the State, but a help, and should 
be encouraged rather than harassed. 

“Any legislative act which tends to 
harass business unfairly results in great 
cost to the customer, therefore 1 plead 
for greater intelligence on such subjects 
before laws are passed which deal with 
them. There is no monopoly or trust in 
our business. Probably one-half of our 
members ignore the rates which are pub- 
lished as guides to the business. Why 
they do so is because, from their point of 
view, they can sell some particular kind 
of insurance at less than competitors— 
whether this judgment is correct must 
be determined by results. 

“The making of rates is a very difficult, 
technical matter, and from year to year 
we are learning by experience that 
changes in methods of arriving at them 
are necessary, and we are making them. 
Risks taken by fire insurance companies 
do not all result in claims for losses. 
Risks taken by life insurance companies 
are always based on a claim, and, there- 
fore, life rates are on a definite basis— 
ei? duration of life and accrued interest, 
es 

‘* There has been no effort on the part 
of Legislatures to name rates for life ine 
surance. Why should this be? The an- 
swer is that the contract is one that 
in most cases is carried out with widows 
and orphans, and Legislatures dare not 
interfere. There is no more reason for 
the State to name rates for insurance 
than to name rates for merchandise to 
be sold. Indeed, prices for merchandise 
can be ascertained much more accu- 
rately than prices for insurance.”’ 

Referring to the recently appointed State

boards in Texas and Kansas, which 
have the ower to fix fire insurance 
rates, Mr. Hare said that no State can 


fairly name rates based on the experi- 
ence of that particular State, because the 
field is too narrow. For one State to 
fictate rates based on the experience 
within its own borders, said Mr. Hare, 
threatens the underwriters with disaster. 
He also spoke cof the proposed uniform 
insurance code which was favored by the 
National Conference on Uniform State 
Legislation, called by the National Civics 
Federation in Washington last January, 
and predicted that such a uniform eode 
might be obtained in the future. 

“The work of conducting an inter-State 
business, aS ours must necessarily be,’’ 
he said, ‘*‘ yearly becomes more burden« 
scme because of the existing dissimilarity 
of requirements placed on the statutes by 
legislators wholly without experience as 
to the nature of our business, with the 
resultant effect that conditions are im- 
pcsed upon us which are dévoid of sound 
public policy and which insure to the 
embarrassment of the assured as well ag 
the insurer, enhancing the cost of the 
former because of the increase in the exe 
renses of the latter. 

‘*A remedy for these flls will be a 
dire —eT unless practical efforts arse 
made by all concerned—public and pro- 
tector alike—through the proper channels 
to alleviate the present and unsatisfac- 
tcry demands made upon us as a condl- 
tion for continuing a legitimate and pub- 
lic-indemnifying business.”’ 

It was announced at the meeting a 
the services of Prof. Ira H. Woolson 
Columbia University, an expert on struc 
tural work and building materials, have 
been obtained by the underwriters to 
superintend the work of the Committes 
on Construction of Buildings and he will 
give his entire attention to the work 
after July 1.

$1,000,000 mark.

Bride’s Nuptials In Little St, John’s 
Chapel Near Father’s Grave Marked 
by Simplicity and Privacy.

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., May 26.—The 
marriage of Miss Mary Harriman, the 


eldest daughter of the late Edward H. 
and Mrs. Harriman, and Charles Cary 
Rumsey of Buffalo took place at St. John’s 
Chapel, at Arden, at 12:20 o'clock this 
afternoon. The simple Episcopal ceremony 
with the ring was performed by the rec- 
tor, the Rev. J. Holmes MacGuinness of 
Chester, who ministered to the late E. H. 
Harriman in his last hours on Sept. 9 last. 

Only thirty of the immediate relatives 
of the bride and bridegroom were present 
at the ceremony. In fact, but few more 
could have been present, for there are 
only thirty pews in St. John’s Chapel, 
fifteen on a side, with an aisle running 
up through the centre to the altar. 

The head gardener on the Harriman es- 
Herman Peetzer, decorated the 
chapel for the wedding. He had orders 
to make the decorations simple and un- 
ostentatious. The color scheme in the dec- 
orations was pink and white, and the 
blossoms were almost entirely of pink 
and white lilacs. Back of the altar were 
pink and white lilacs in profusion. At the 
corner of each pew was a large bouquet 
of white lilacs, while in the centre of each 
pew, fastened to the back of the seat, was 
a botiquet of pink Hlacs- 

At 12 o'clock several autos arrived at 
St. John’s Chapel from the Harriman 
mansion on the hilltop, four miles away. 
In the first auto were Mrs. E. H. Harri- 
man, Miss Iiary Harriman, Miss Carol 
Harriman, Mrs. Robert L. Gerry, W. 
Averill Harriman, and E. N. R. Harriman. 
In the second auto were Charles Cary 
Rumsey, the bridegroom; Mrs. Lawrence 
Db. Rumsey, his mother, and Lawrence R. 
Rumsey, his brother. 

The other autos contained immediate 
relatives of both the bride and bride- 
groom, including Dr. and Mrs. Cary of 
Buffalo, Mr. and Mrs. Smith, Mr. and 
Mrs. C. D. Simmons, Mrs. D. Millburn of 
Buffalo, Mrs. Averill, and Miss Averill, 
aunt and cousin of the bride. 

The ceremoney was scheduled to take 
place at noon, and the bridal party was 
on hand to the minute, but there were 
several guests who were expected from 
New York who had not arrived, and the 
ceremony was delayed on their account. 
Their train met with a slight accident at 
Tuxedo, eight miles away, the locomotive 
having left the track. The eight guests 
took an auto at Tuxedo and drove to 
Arden, but were too late to witness the 
ceremony, as it was supposed that they 
were not coming. 


Bride’s Brother Giwes Her Avway. 


Miss Mary Harriman, as she walked up 
the aisle on the arm of her elder brother, 
W. Averill Harriman, seemed very much 
at ease. Dressed entirely in white, with 
orange blossoms surmounting her veil and 
carrying a large bouquet of American 
Beauty roses, she presented an attractive 
appearance. Her bridesmaid, Miss Carol 
liarriman, her youngest sister, was also 
zowned entirely in white and carried 
roses. Mr. Rumsey wore the conventional 
black. 


The bride’s eldest brother, W. Averill 
Harriman, gave her in marriage. There 
were no other attendants. 

Mrs. E. H. Harriman, the mother of the 
bride, wore a gown of white satin with a 


white picture hat. Mrs. Rumsey, the 
mother of the bridegroom, was dressed 
in black. 

Robert L. Gerry, the husband of the 
eldest sister of Miss Mary Harriman, was 
compelled to be absent because he was 
officiating as best man at the wedding 
of his brother, Peter Goelet Gerry, to Miss 
Mathilde Townsend at Washington, D. C. 

Owing to the comparatively recent death 
of the father of the bride the utmost pri- 
vacy was observed.

The Ceremony Brief. 


The ceremony was brief, and imme- 
diately Mr. and Mrs. Rumsey received 
congratulations from the guests in the 
church, and then the whole party entered 
the autos and were driven to the Harri- 
man mansion on the hilltop, above Arden, 

a wedding breakfast was served. 

At 4 o’clock the guests were taken 
down the incline railway from the Harri- 
man mansion to Arden. where a special 
train was waiting, and were taken to 
New York. Mr. and Mrs. Rumsey re- 
mained at the Harriman house, and it is 
their plan to stay there for the next 
month, while Mrs. Harriman and her 
ehildren, Miss Carol Harriman, Averill 
Harriman, and E. N. R. Harriman, take 
a trip to the Far West and the Hawaiian 
Islands. 

Mary Harriman was the right hand of 
her father in the management of the 
thirty-thousand-acre estate at Arden dur- 
ing his life, and since his death she has 
been the head of the various départments. 
She will now probably retire from the 
active superintendency of the Arden 
Farms Dairy Company and its herd of 400 
registered cows, which she has put upon 
a paying basis since the death of her 
father. 

It was a general holiday on the Arden 
farms, and the 610 employes had nothing 
to do. While they made no attempt to 
go to church and see the bride, the em- 
ployes joined in a testimonial of their 
esteem in presenting the bride with a 
large silver loving cup which was in- 
scribed: ‘‘ From the 610 Superintendents 
and emploes of the Harriman estate.”’ 


The Bridegroom’s Career. 


Charles Cary Rumsey was graduated from 
Hlarvard in 1902, and is 30 years old.

Montclair Rejects Art Plan, 1,827 to 
520.

MONTCLAIR, N. J., May 26.—By a vote 
of 1,827 to 520 the citizens of Montclair, 
at a special election to-day, rejected the 
Town Plan and Art Commission project 
which was intended to beautify the town 
at a cost of $1,500,000.

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SCOFFS AT ALCHEMIST’S TALE 


A Dream Attractive to the Weak 
Minded, Says Johns Hopkins Chemist. 


Special to The New York Times. rsx 
BALTIMORE, Md., May 26.—President 
Ira Remsen of Johns Hopkins University, 
the chemist, characterized to-day the re~ 
port of Dr. F. W. Lange's discovery of a 
method of transmitting baser metals into 
silver, brought out by the death of C. C. 
Dickenson, former President of the Car- 
negie Trust Company of New York, as 
absolutely absurd, and as a dream which 
aliures the weak-minded. Dr. Lange's as- 
sertion that he is able to make an atom of 
silver multiply a hundred fold by uniting 
it with baser metals tn a genera] trans- 
mutation Dr. Remsen received with scant 
consideration. 

“I do not wish to express any opinion 
as to what this discoverer, as he is called, 
has or has not done, because I do not 
know,’ said ha “It is absolutely im- 
possible to tell from this supposed ex- 
planation whether he has accomplished 
anything, for it means absolutely nothing 
to an experienced chemist, and certainly 
could not mean anything to any one else.” 
**'What do you think of the possibility 
of such a discovery?” Dr, Remsen was 
asked. 

“As long ago as the eighteenth cen- 
tury,’” he replied, *‘ I believe it was pretty 
well demonstrated, at least in such a man- 
ner as to make it reasonable to believe, 
that efforts to discover philosophers’ 
stones and other processes of transmuta~- 
tion were useless.”’

SCRANTON, Penn., May 26.—Stating 
that the announcement yesterday that he 
had discovered the long<-sought process 
of transmuting base metals into gold and 
silver was absolutely true, although pre- 
maturely made by himself, Dr FE. W. 
Lange of this city, in whose laboratory 
Cc. Cc Dickinson, the banker, inhaled 
fumes which brought on his death, de- 
clared in an interview that he will be 
ready in a few days to give the details 
of his discovery to the world. 

“The world has heard the news too 
soon,” he said. “A few days more and 
everything will be in readiness to give the 
details of the discovery. Then will fol- 
low my revolutionizing of some of its 
principal industries. 

Dr. Lange was asked ff he could really 
transmute base metal into silver. 
“What is the difference!’’ he said. “I 
take my silver chloride, which is just sil- 
ver and hydrochloric gas and oxygen. I 
take my base metals. I sgubjsct them to 
the process. The siflver chloride is in- 
creased manyfold. The intense heat mutes 
the metals. I precipitate the silver. The 
base metals have disappeared.

assayed three times at the United States 
— as pure silver. I cast the silver into

GYMNASIUM FOR WALL ST, 


Luxurious Plant to Be Installed on 
America Trust’s Roof. 








A downtown gymnasium which will 
draw its members from the bankers and 
brokers of Wall Street and the business 
men of the financial and insurance dis- 
trict is to be built on the roof of the Trust 
Company of America’s building, 37 to 48 
Wall Street. The gymnasium will con- 
tain four squash courts, an indoor tennis 
court, Turkish and shower baths, and 
lounging rooms.

COLEMAN FOOLED EXAMINER.

BOSTON, May 26.—George W. Coleman, 
the convicted $12-a-week bookkeeper of 
the National City Bank of Cambridge, 
testified at the trial of his friend and 
New York companion, William J. Keli- 
her, to-day that he had intended to stop 
stealing from the bank until he found 
that his accounts were readily passed by 
the examiner. 

‘‘T told Keliher after I had taken $185,- 
000 that the jig was up and that the 
Bank Examiner was coming around,” he 
said, ‘“‘but when he passed my books 
without comment I continued to take 
the money and to give it to Keliher to 
bet it at faro.’’ 

Coleman, according to his own story, 
was a persistent gambler from the very 
begimning of his business career, Bor- 
rowing $400 from the bank at the age of 
18, when he was receiving but $4 a week 
as @ messenger, he began speculating in 
the stock market. The President of the 
bank loaned him $1,000 more, and in a 
year he had cleaned up $25,000. In 1906 
he concluded that the stock market was 
too slow, so he tried his luck with Frank 
Draper, a New York gambler, who helped 


him lose all but a few hundreds of his 
stock market winnines at faro.

CHICAGO, May 26.—Announcement was 
made here to-day that the Theatrical 
Syndicate of Klaw & Erlanger, Frohman, 
and others will hereafter own theatres or 
acquiré leases of them in every important 
city and town in the United States to 
fight the “‘ open door” policy adopted by 
@ number of the theatre owners in the 
smaller cities. 

The syndicate will invest $25,000,000 in 
@ circuit of theatres, which will reach 
from one side of tne country to the 


other, and from the Canadian provinces to 
the Gulf of Mexico. There will be five 
companies incorporated with a capital of 
$5,000,000 each, which will acquire play- 
houses in every place where theatres may 
be conducted profitably. The productions 
of the syndicate will be played only in 
these houses. : 

The meetings that resulted in the adop- 
tion of these plans began in New York 
about two weeks ago, and adjourned to 
Chicago, where the incorporation papers 
of the Middle West Theatre Company 
were drawn up. This company will be 
headed by A. L. Erlanger, and the Di- 
rectors will include Charles Frohman, Al 
Hayman, Henry B. Harris, Marc Klaw, 
Henry W. Savage, William Harris, David 
elasco, Daniel Frohman, George Cohan, 
frederick Thompson, and George W. 
Lederer. 

Following the organizationof the Middle 
West Theatre Company in the offices of 
Attorney Levy Mayer, representatives of 
the combination hurried from Chicago in 
a dozen directions to close contracts for 
building new playhouses or reconstruct- 
ing existing ones tn the following cities: 
Burlington, Davenport, and Des Moines, 
Iowa; Quincy and Springfield, Ill. Kan- 
sas and Missouri were two other States 
where the agents will be busy to-morrow. 
At the same time it was stated that 
representatives of the new organization 
would be active in the South and Far 
West. The entire territory of the coun- 
try has been divided among the hastening 
agents, so that by Autumn the task of 
building in the expanded territory may 
be well under way. 

By July 1 1t was predicted close to 100 
contracts for new or reconstructed the- 
atres will have been music, mostly in the 
Middle West, Southwest, and Texas. The 
expansive movement will be least notice> 
able in, thé East, where the ground is 
more completely occupied than elsewhere. 
The total nuinver of theatres in the Unit- 
ed States, owned or controlled under long- 
term leases by the syndicate would prob- 
ably be close to 250 by the new year, in 
the conservative estimate of the mamnt- 
agers. 

Attorney Levy Mayer, in whose offices 
plans of the syndicate were outlined, said: 

“These are matters which concern our 
clients exclusively and whatever infor- 
mation is made public must come from 
the headquarters of the syndicate in New 
York.”’ 

It is the announced intention of the syn- 
dicate managers to have one of their own 
theatres in every city of the country with 
a population of 25,000 or more. Their 
plays will appear only in their own the- 
atres, never in “‘independent’’ theatres, 
of which there will be some 1,500 outside 
the combination. 

Chicago's status as the theatrical centre 
of the Middle West will not be changed by 
the syndicate’s plans. The theatres in this 
city owned or controlled by it are the 
following: Illinois, Powers, Colonial, Chi- 
cago Opera House, Olympic, and the 
Blackstone, which last is being built. 


A representative of Kiaw & Erlanger 
said yesterday that he knew nothing defi- 
nitely of the formation of a $25, ,000 
corporation in Chicago to acquire the- 
atres, and referred inquiries to Levy 
Mayer, the Chicago lawyer, who, he said, 
was drawing up the plans. No one else 
could be found who had anything to say 
on the subject.

Favorites First In Five of Six 


Events in Spirited Sport at 
Belmont Park. 





When King James, champion race horse 
of the mature division last season, jogged 
in first, pulled almost to a walk, victor 
in the Van Cortlandt Handicap, one mile, 
at Belmont Park yesterday, the racegoers 
were shocked and stunned. King James, 
good horse as he has been, has run some- 
what erratically this season, and as the 
whim seems to take, wins from high- 
class horses or is beaten by bad horses. 
Yesterday was one of the days when it 
was King James’s humor to run, Off in 
front of the field of four horses that ran 
for the stake feature of the Westchester 
Racing Association’s card, King James 
dropped back obediently to the placing 
pull of his jockey, Shilling, and permitted 
August Belmont’s Priscillian, recently re- 
turned from a campaign in’ England, to 
take the lead. Wise Mason and Zienap, 
the other runners, trailed in that order to 
the last turn. Then Shilling let down the 
old champion, and King James breezed to 
the front and won, pulling up, in a com- 
mon canter, five lengths before the fading 
Priscillian, which lasted long enough to 
beat Zienap a long neck for second place. 

King James ran the mile in 1:87 4-5, 
equaling the fastest race of the meeting, 
run when Fashion Plate beat King James 
two weeks before for the Metropolitan 
Handicap, The public view of the class 
of the horses seemed to be that King 
James is getting old and sour, but he was 
in a most amiable humor yesterday 
when he rattled off his mile under 129 
pounds in time a small fraction short of 
the world’s record for a mile, made by 
Center Shot, at Santa Anita Park Los An- 
geles, two years ago.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Great Northern’s Gross Earnings. 


Some of the railroads in the West, de- 
spite the lull in business in the East, are 
continuing to make large gains in gross 
earnings. The Great Northern is a nota- 
ble instance, The current gross earnings 
of this-:road are running from $275,000 to 
$300,000 a week ahead of the earnings for 
the corresponding weeks last year. The 
Great Northern’s gross up to the end of 
March showed an increase of more than 
$5,000,000 over the earnings of the corre- 
sponding period in 1909, and the promise, 
on the basis of the showing now being 
made, is that the gross earnings for the 
full year will be at least $9,000,000 above 
the earnings last year. Operating condl- 
tions in recent months have been more 
favorable in the Northwest than in the 
earlier months of the year, and presuma- 
bly the net showing will be improved, 
even though the net should not be in- 
creased to the full proportion of the in- 
crease in gross.

May Lift Traction Receivership. 


Efforts will be made, according to re- 
ports in circulation yesterday, to bring 
about an agreement between the Chicago 
Railways Company and the holders ot 
bonds of the Consolidated Traction Com- 
pany, the advancement of whose claim 
against the Railways Company was the 
direct cause of the placing of that com- 
pany in the hands of the Federal Court. 
It is hoped to effect such a compromise 
of the matter as will permit of the speedy 
lifting of the receiversuip, which was re- 
sorted to merely as @ measure of protec- 
tion, and not because of any financial em- 
barrassment of the company. It could 
be lifted if an agreement is reached with 
those who are making claims against the 
company on the basis of their holdings 
of securities of the old companies, whose 
property was taken over by the Chicago 
Railways Company. Meanwhile the Rail- 
ways Company is preparing to appeal 
from the decision of the State court in 


Illinois, which held that the company was 
liable to the holders of the Consolidated 
Traction bonds for the full amount of 
tne principal of these bonds.

PLACED IN FRANCE 


Kuhn, Loeb & Co. Sell $50,000,- 
000 4 Per Cent. Debentures 
to a Foreign Syndicate. 








TO BE LISTED.ON BOURSE 





Arranged for Small Investors—One of 
the Largest Issues Sent There When 
Foreign Purchases Are Welcome. 





The sale of $50,000,000 4 per cent. fifteen- 
year debentures of the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul Railway to a French 
syndicate by Kuhn, Loeb & Co. was for- 
mally announced yesterday. The bonds 
are to be listed on the Paris Bourse with 
the consent of the French Government and 
will be issued in small denominations to 
make them available for the great army 
of individual investors in France. This 
issue and the $50,000,000 issue of Penn- 
sylvania Railroad debentures, which 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. sold in France in 1906, 
are the largest issues of American securi- 


ties ever placed abroad. 
This formal announcement of the aale 
of the bonds was made: 


Kuhn, Losb & Co. announce that they 
have closed negotiations with a group of 
leading French banks consisting of the 
Banque de Paris et Pays-Bas, Credit Lyon- 
nais, the Societe Generale pour favoriser le 
Developpement du Commerce et de l]’Indus- 
trie en France and the Comptoir National 
ad’Escompte de Paris, covering dn issue of. 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway 
Company 4 per cent. l15-year debenture 
bonds for 250,000,000 francs, ($50,000,000.) 

The bonds will be in denominations of 
500 francs and 2,500 francs, and will be 
admitted to the official quotation of the 
French Bourse, the consent of the French 
Governmental authorities thereto having 
been obtained. The loan will be issued en- 
tirely in foreign denominations; the probable 
issue price is 97 per cent. 

Helps Our Market. , 

This is the third occasion on. which 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. have placed large is- 
sues of our railroad bonds in France at 
times when the home market was not in 
a position to float these issues, and when 
the bringing of ge he capital into 
this country was a distinct advantage to 
the investment market. Besides the pres- 
ent St. Paul issue ang the $50,000, 
Pennsylvania Raltlroad issue of 1906, 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. in 1907, when the rail- 
roads were finding it difficult to obtain 
capital at yee agers in France and 
Germany $258,000, of New York, New 
Haven & Hartford debentures, and in the 
early part of 1908, soon after the panic 
of the previous Fall, these bankers broke 
the deadlock in the investment market 
by the sale of a large block of Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad consolidated mortgage 
bonds, of which $20,000,000 were sold to 
Rothschild & Son and Baring Brothers 
of London. A little later Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co. also sold $20,000,000 Union Pacifio re- 
funding bonds to Glyn, Mills, Currie & 
Co, and Baring Brothers, The advantage 
of obtaining foreign money at present for 
investment in our railroad bonds lies not 
only in the relief thus afforded to the 
demands upon home “ere but also in 
the fact that it serves to offset the un- 
favorable balance against the United 
States resulting from our transactions 
with other countries. 

The cost of this money to -he 8t. Paul 
was about 5 per cent., probably a trifle 
over that rata, which is very little more 
than the rate at which such an issue could 
be put out in this country had a market 
existed at tha moment for such an issue. 
In the present position of our bond mar- 
ket, however, it is not believed that this 
issue could have been sold in the United 
States at any rate which the St. Paul could 
afford to pay without damage to its 
credit. 

The London house of J. Henry Schroe- 
der & Co. is interested with the French 
banks in the purchase. The bonds will 
be made payable in pounds sterling in 
London as well as in francs, The trus- 
tees of the issue are the United States 
Mortgage and Trust Company and Will- 
iam Nelson Cromwell of Sullivan & Crom- 
well. In a statement issued after the 
formal announcement of the issue by 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co., Mr, Cromwell, who 
acted as counsel for the French banks, 
said that the number of individual bonds 
of this issue would be ‘400,000, which in- 
dicates how widely they will be distrib- 
uted among the investors of France and 
other parts of BDurope, 

Mr. Cromwell said that he considered 
the transaction of significance not only 
because these Frenoh banks deal only 
with American securities of the very 
highest rank, but because it opens a 
wider and cheaper market for American 
railroad issues of the highest class, and 
correspondingly relieves the congestion 
now prevailing in America. He said he 
had no doubt that this transaction is but 
a forerunner of others of similar im- 
port, as it is to the manifest benefit of 
the American corporations to find advan. 
tageous markets abroad, afid is equally 
advan eous for the ——— investor to 
secure e obligations of American cor- 
porations of the first class, 

Among other American issues whic 
may be placed abroad if pourparlers n 
under way eventuate picchlg tye? is an 
issue of $16,000,000 Southern Pacific termi- 
nal bonds, which may be sold by that 
road’s bankers to a group of German 
banks. This suggested transaction, how- 
ever, has not yet taken definite shape. 
The Southern Pacific has made large ex-
